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More nations have been self-slain than 
have been killed off by their enemies. 
Sometimes lust for power has been the 

destructive poison. Some- 
How times hatred of less fortu- 
Nations nate peoples. Prosperity, too 
Die —with resultant indolence 

and pursuit of pleasure—has 
brought decay and death to lands once 
young and virile. 

But the first cause of national dis- 
appearance is given in Sacred Writ. 
“The wicked shall be turned into hell, 
and all the nations that forget God” 
(Ps. 9:17). 

“Curse God and die,” was the sug- 
gestion of Job’s wife in an hour of test- 
ing. Mot many national leaders have 
made such a suggestion. Not many 
nations have deliberately defied God and 
thus sealed their doom. Far more have 
ignored God, with the same tragic and 
enduring consequence. Yes, the result 
is the same whether you curse God and 
die, or ignore God and die. 

In the darker days of this war when it 


- looked as if England might be crushed 


with the sheer weight of German bombs, 
and when, unprepared, we were being 
drawn into the conflict, it was a common 
thing for men in public life to make 
some kind of reference to God and 
prayer. Since the tide has turned in our 
favor it seems to us there have been 
fewer references of this kind. 

Does that mean we are now indepen- 
dent of God? Do greatly enlarged res- 
ervoirs of men and munitions make us 
any the less needy of the grace and 
power of God? 

Men are disturbed by the suggestion 
of the possibility of a peace table without 
Russia. That would be a tragedy. But 
a greater tragedy would be a peace table 
without God. 

This month brings to us Thanksgiving 
with its reminder of God’s part in the 
making of America. Oh, that it might 
be a time of personal and national self- 
examination, of humbling the _ spirit 
before God, of confession and contrition. 

In this connection we might well re- 
mind ourselves of Charles Kingsley’s 
great statement: “It is a common faith, 
a common ideal, a common spirit which 
makes a nation. Victory, commerce, art, 
and science do not make a nation: God 
makes a nation.”

Now that the war news has improved 
and victory seems to be nearer than we 
at first feared, there is a danger that 
Christians will let down in their praying. 
This should not be. Earnest prayer should 
be continued and increased—for victory, 
peace, and more than all for -revival, 
that our nation may be prepared for the 
much multiplied problems of the post- 
war world.

Finney and other revivalists have 
sought to make clear the fact that a 
revival begins with the people of God. 

The psalmist’s prayer (Ps. 
“Us— 85:6) would indicate that: 
Thy “Wilt thou not revive us 
People” again: that thy people may 
rejoice in thee?” 

Will you notice those who are to ex- 
perience awakening—“us—thy people.” 
This is not merely a scriptural principle, 
but historical experience. The salvation 
of the multitude is not the revival but 
the fruit of revival. 

This is evident in David’s prayer (Ps. 
51). He recites several personal petitions, 
such as “Blot out my transgressions... 
cleanse me from my sin ... create in 
me a clean heart... restore unto me the 
joy of thy salvation.” He then reaches 
this climax: “Then will I teach trans- 
gressors thy ways; and sinners shall be 
converted unto thee.” 

“Then”! When is there to be victory 
in the conversion of sinners? When the 
man of God has confessed, and is for- 
given and cleansed. 

We repeat, the revival begins with 
God’s children, and the result or fruit 
of that spiritual awakening is the gath- 
ering in of those who have been defiant 
or indifferent. 

The apple tree is not having its re- 
vival in the fall. That’s the harvest. 
But the harvest of fruit is made possible 
because last spring the tree had a re- 
vival. Yes, that’s a good use of the word 
revival. The tree stood there without 
the adornment of foliage, apparently 
dead, seemingly useless. But one day 
spring touched it into fresh vigor and 
the tree became quickened. Now we 
reach up and pick from its branches 
the fruit which is the direct result of 
the spring awakening. 

Some churches and some Christians 
wonder why they are without fruit. It’s 
because they need another spring—a 
reviving. Oh, that more of us would 
begin to pray for ourselves, “Wilt thou 
not revive us again.”

There are good habits and bad. There 
are well founded hopes and false. The 
other day in reading a modern transla- 

tion of the Epistle to the 
The Habit Romans, we ran across the 
of expression, “the habit of 
Hope hope:* 

All of us have met people 
who seemed habitually hopeless. With 
them yesterday is an unhappy memory, 
and tomorrow a hopeless tangle. But 
not so the Christian. 

The familiar fifth chapter of Romans 
shines with new luster as we read it in 
various translations. We would not sug- 
gest that this rendering is more exact 
than others, and we would never fully 
endorse the translation made by an 
individual. 

But God’s Word is so deep and New 
Testament Greek is so rich there is 
plenty of opportunity for study and com- 
parison. And now for these verses from 
Way’s translation (Macmillan Company, 
New York, publishers). 


“Since, then, from this faith we have 
attained to righteousness, let us enjoy 
peace with God. We can procure it 
now through our Lord Jesus the 
Messiah. Through Him, too, we have 
been introduced by this door of faith 
into the favor of God in which we 
have so firm a footing: yes, and we 
are exulting in the hope of something 
higher yet, the glory of God’s presence. 
I will go further, and say that we 
actually exult in such afflictions as 
ours, knowing as we do that affliction 
develops unflinching endurance; that 
endurance develops tested strength, 
and tested strength develops the habit 
of hope.” 

From this it is evident that peace is 
our portion. It belongs to us; therefore 
we are to enjoy it. Faith, righteousness, 
peace—afflictions, endurance, hope—how 
glorious the words and their sequence! 

But the apostle has a further word 
and the translator has helped us enter 
a little more fully: 


“Yes, all things thus recorded of old 
were recorded for our instruction, that 
we, through patient endurance, and 
through the consolation drawn from 
those scriptures, might hold fast our 
hope” (Rom. 15:4).

What a thought-provoking phrase is 
this, “the activities of the new life”! 
We found it in Way’s translation of 

Romans 6:4. “Walk in new- 
The Activi- ness of life,” is the phrasing 


ties of the 
New Life 


with which we are most 
familiar, but Way’s wording 
opens another window 
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through which we look at important 
truth. “It must follow that, as Messiah 
was raised from among the dead by 
means of the descent of His Father’s 
glory, so we too, who rose with Him, are 
to be employed wholly in the activities 
of the new life.” 

The fifth chapter of this Romans 
epistle has given us glorious doctrinal 
truth. Through faith we have been 
placed in Christ and have “attained to 
righteousness.” Our position is pure and 
secure. It was all made possible by the 
death of the God-man for ungodly men. 

In the sixth chapter, the epistle comes 
to the related exhortations. Positional 
truth is always practical. Those who 
have been made the children of God can 
no longer live as children of the devil. 
We are, in the words of this phrase, 
“to be employed wholly in the activities 
of the new life.” 

The old life had its interests and 
activities. How natural it is to think 
of a new life as having an entirely new 
circle of interests and a fresh set of 
activities. If the new nature is satis- 
fied to express the old life there is some- 
thing the matter. 

What were some of the activities of 
the old life? Well, sin expresses itself 
in various ways. In the first letter to 
the Corinthians, the apostle gives a list 
of filthy sinners, unnamed except as 
he says, “and such were some of you.” 
That is an unpleasant picture in I Cor- 
inthians 6:9, 10. “But,” and this is where 
the picture changes, “but ye are washed, 
but ye are sanctified, but ye are justi- 
fied.” Praise God that He used these 
three “buts” instead of being satisfied 
with one! 

We who are Christians have not only 
been delivered from the old life. We have 
had imparted to us a new life—the life 
that is Christ. This life is to be em- 
ployed—“wholly employed”—in the ex- 
pression of this brand new life. The 
activities include no doubt service as 
well as character. However, here the 
accent is on character. It is not a figure 
of speech, but a triumphant fact that 
“old things have passed away and all 
things have become new.”

Love and loyalty are two evidences of 
Christian life. “Contend earnestly for 
the faith” is an exhortation to loyalty 
and is not to be ignored or 
denied. Love, too, has its 
exhortation. No less a per- 
son than Christ Himself 
said, “These things I com- 
mand you, that ye love one another” 
(John 15:17). . 

Thomas Jackson, who in 1865 edited 
Lives of Early Methodist Preachers, says 
of these men, “They were pledged to 
teach the same doctrine.” And then 
he tells how thirteen of these preachers, 
including John and Charles Wesley, in 
1752, set their signatures to this agree- 
ment: 

“That we will not listen to, or willingly 
inquire after, any ill concerning each 
other; that if we do hear any ill of each 
other, we will not be forward to believe 
it; that, as soon as possible, we will 
communicate what we hear, by speaking 
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Love, 
Loyalty, 
and Revival 


or writing, to the person concerned; that 
till we have done this we will not write 
a syllable or speak of it to any other 
person whatsoever; that neither will we 
mention it after we have done this to 
any other person.” 

No wonder the age of such Christians 
saw a great sweeping revival! A quicken- 
ing of Christian love and a renewal of 
Christian loyalty would again give us 
a spiritual awakening.

Parents have tremendous burdens to 
carry and problems to face in the matter 
of their sons at war. There are the 
risks—the awful possibility 
of a life cut short. And there 
are the dangers of new 
temptations to sin. 

One of the greatest struggles is in the 
change of position. Once the parent pro- 
vided and protected. Now the son is on 
his own. Of course, even now it is hard 
for a parent, especially a mother, to 
realize the child is now 2 man. We seem 
to feel he is called upon to play a man’s 
part before reaching man’s estate. 

Those of us who are parents instinc- 
tively took the relationship of a protector 
toward our children. In the helplessness 
of infancy we protected them. We 
tried to stand between our children and 
anything that would threaten them. 
When disease struck, we struck back 
with every resource at our command. 
Dollars and night hours meant nothing. 

How thrilled we were to feel ourselves 
that boy’s protector. But now he is our 
protector. There he is in a foxhole, on 
a battleship, or leaping the clouds, not 
for his own sake but for ours. And it 
doesn’t seem to make sense. It’s all 
part of a civilization gone mad. 

It was a verse of Scripture which 
turned our thoughts in this direction, 
for we were reading of divine protec- 
tion and the result. “Thou wilt keep 
him in perfect peace, whose mind is 
stayed on thee: because he trusteth in 
thee” (Isa. 26:3). 

For “perfect peace” the Hebrew has 
“peace, peace.” Repeated peace. Double 
peace. Peace in its fullness to those who 
are kept by God. 

Here is a Protector and Provider who 
can accompany that boy of yours wher- 
ever he is. You protected your son be- 
cause you loved him? Well, He loves 
him too, and He loved him before you 
did. Yes, God will continue to love your 
son after your love has completed its 
earthly span. We can trust our brave 
boys to the divine Protector.

Now any one who has ever been out 
after dark knows very well he was re- 
ferring to what is called “a hangover.” 
We remember so well the young army 
flyer in a certain camp who told the 
writer that was the real danger in flying. 
We also recall the flier who said his 
commanding officer frequently begged 
the men not to go up if they had been 
drinking the night before, for it en- 
dangered the whole squadron. 

And yet the booze and beer peddlers 
have such a grip on our government no 
one dares to speak up. Yes, and beer 
is sold right in. the camps. How much 
beer do you think it takes to unfit a man 
to handle a plane at three hundred 
miles an hour? 

But the radio commentator didn’t say 
anything against these evils. The brave 
warriors of the air waves are taking 
care of their own skins and their in- 
comes. They merely point out that 
temporary physical unfitness is one cause 
of accident!

What would hap- 
pen to him in case we would have to 
abandon ship! 

It was my privilege to speak quietly 
with him, and to repeat with him slowly 
the Twenty-third Psalm and the Lord’s 
Prayer.

Since the 
corpsmen had gone elsewhere, I sat near 
his bed for the remainder of the alert.

With 
that I groped my way down to my bunk, 
and slept like a happy, healthy, weary 
boy.

trees. The barge scraped up on the shore, 
the front end was let down, and I jumped 
to the soft sand. 

A few feet away I saw a lieutenant, a 
Hollander from Grand Rapids, Mich., 
who had attended one of our services in 
California. “Are you here?” I exclaimed. 
“We heard officially that your ship had 
been sunk.” 

“That’s strange,” he replied. “This is 
the first we’ve heard about it. One night 
we had a close call, but here we are, safe 
and sound. But,” he continued, “we heard 
that you folks ran into a lot of trouble 
last night.” 

“Well, a Jap plane came pretty close 
to us; that was all.” 

“A Jap plane! Haven’t you heard that 
there were forty-two Jap bombers and 
torpedo planes out looking for you last 
night? For some reason they didn’t find 
you. Our American fliers, however, shot 
down six Jap planes.” 

Surely somebody at home must have 
been praying for us. It was another of 
numerous experiences of “this grace 
wherein we stand.” 

You should have seen the happy faces 
of the men as they jumped ashore from 
the many barges running from ship to 
land. Now the men could really start 
the work for which they had been train- 
ing for several months. 

That afternoon I happened to meet 
our Chief M.A.A. (Master-at-arms), our 
chief of police. A devout Catholic from 
Chicago, he had attended our Wednesday 


night Bible studies in camp. “I tell you, 
Chaplain,” he insisted, “God was good to 
us last night. All the men were un- 
usually quiet. Lots of the boys were 
praying.” 

A Pentecostalist, a carpenter, also from 
Chicago, assured me “I knew we were 
going to be safe. God told me.”

HE GREAT DAY HAD ARRIVED. 
For weeks the Pilgrims had 
g@ been looking forward to 
this event. The first year 


had ‘been fraught with tremendous diffi- 
culties and fearful disappointments. The 
Mayflower, which for three weary months 
had tossed about on the storm-driven 
waves of the Atlantic, had finally come 
to anchor near the rocky coasts of New 
England. With what mingling of joy and 
fear its passengers must have looked out 
upon this new land where they could 
worship God unmolested. 

But new perils loomed up before them 
—winter, Indians—and they were un- 
prepared. Their fight was a losing one 
as they grappled with the terrors of 
sickness, disease, and starvation. The 
months dragged wearily as death claimed 
almost half their number. But at last, 
spring was ushered in, and a new hope 
was born within each troubled breast. A 
bright summer, an abundant harvest, 
and a fruitful autumn had filled store- 
houses with food and provisions, and 
hearts overflowed with gratitude and 
praise. 

Governor Bradford set a date for a day 
of thanksgiving. Some of the Indians, 
accepting an invitation, also came, bring- 
ing venison, wild turkey, and other viands 
from their boundless hunting ground. 
White man and red gathered in peace 
about the massive tables upon which a 
sumptuous feast was spread. For three 
days the forests echoed and re-echoed 
with shouts of joy and hymns of praise, 
as thankful hearts expressed their grat- 
itude to God. 
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But this great company was not gath- 
ered by any natural impulse of the hu- 
man heart. The natural mind is by 
nature unthankful to God. Paul, in his 
indictment against the heathen world, 
includes “neither were thankful.” The 
seeds of true gratitude are planted far 
back in the human heart by the new 
birth, and it is only natural that they 
should spring and bring forth fruit in 
their own environment. 

One of the most common sins, and most 
disgusting, is ingratitude. Father and 
mother, whose furrowed brows and tot- 
tering steps reveal lives of toil and sacri- 
fice for son or daughter, are frequently 
allowed to pine away unnoticed by un- 
grateful offspring. Man may eat God’s 
food, drink God’s water, and bask in 
God’s sunshine with never a feeling of 
gratitude nor a thought of thanks within 
his selfish heart. Yea, he may even 
blaspheme that holy name, or deny the 
existence of any God at all. But not so 
with those Pilgrim fathers who were 
putting down a great foundation upon 
which to build a nation. 

It is true that the world may use the 
word “thanksgiving” without applying 
its true meaning. William Henley, in the 
poem, The Invictus, thanks whatever 
gods there may be for his unconquerable 
soul. But who would confuse the fearful 
words of that poem with the outburst of 
praise that issues from the Christian 
heart? 

The human heart is unthankful; rather 
would it boast of its self-sufficiency. It 
wishes to be known as a “self-made man” 
and indebted to no one. 


Pp ROBABLY THE MOST COMMON 
SOUND on earth is the constant cry of 
complaint from human lips. Millions 
greet millions every day with the in- 
evitable discussion about the weather. 
If it is hot, they want it cold; if it is 
cold, they want it hot. If the sun is 
shining, they need rain; if gentle showers 
are falling, "Isn’t this a bad day?” 

Who has not felt the thrill of early 
spring as the first bird twitters from 
twig to twig, as the first flower peeps 
from its winter hiding place, as the warm 
showers tempt the buds to swell and 
burst? All nature seems ablaze with joy 
and happiness. Only in the human heart 
is there room for gloom and sadness. 
Some old man somewhere starts the 
inevitable report, “The peaches are all 
killed.” Listening ears catch the faintest 
whisper; ready lips shout the message, 
“The frost killed the peaches.” 

From childhood to manhood, have I 
ever missed the annual report of the 
prophets of gloom. Yet, when early 
autumn gluts the markets with ripe 
luscious peaches; when from every farm 
home there issues the odor of canning 
peaches; when everything is full of 
peaches—the ill report is quickly for- 
gotten, the old man is easily forgiven, 
and all ears are ready to catch his an- 
nual forecast of a hard winter because 
some caterpillar had a spot on its back. 

And so it goes from year to year. 
Every breeze vibrates with human com- 
plaint. It is grumble and murmur, worry 
and fret as millions grieve God with their

E AMERICANS ought to be’ among 
the most grateful people on the 


6 INCIDENT IN THE EARTHLY 
MINISTRY of the Lord Jesus Christ re- 
corded in Luke 17:11-19 abounds with 
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suggestions of interest and profit 
for Christian believers. 

Jesus was on His way with His 
disciples to His last Passover at 
Jerusalem. It has been suggested 
that from Perea He traveled in a 
northerly direction for a short dis- 
tance; then crossing the Jordan 
followed a sort of boundary road- 
way “through the midst of [or be- 
tween] Samaria and Galilee,” 
hoping to join some one of the caravans 
moving south from Galilee, probably 
from Nazareth on its way to Jerusalem 
for the Passover. This would have been 
quite natural. 

Approaching an unnamed village, 
“there met him ten men that were 
lepers,” who, after‘the manner prescribed 
in the Mosaic law, “stood afar off.” We 
know not where all ten came from, nor 
does it really matter. Only one of them 
is spoken of as being a Samaritan. Some 
of them possibly were from Judea where 
the regulations and restrictions regard- 
ing lepers may have been more rigid 
than in this neutral zone between 
Samaria and Galilee. And, since misery 
likes company, it would have been quite 
natural for these ten men afflicted with 
@ common malady to organize them- 
selves into a sort of leper colony. Judea 
wouldn’t want them, and it would hardly 
be fair to impose the entire burden upon

also 


either Samaria or Galilee, so they make 
their dwelling in this neutral zone with- 
out interference. 

But it was a happy day for them when 
Jesus came that way! I imagine when 
they saw Him they all cried out in 
chorus, “Jesus, Master, have mercy on 
us.” And did He ever refuse to hear a 
sincere cry for mercy? There is no 
mention of their saying, “Son of David,” 
as the blind men did on another occa- 
sion when they sought the help of the 
Master. At least the Samaritan felt that 
he had no claim on the ministry of Him 
who came not “but onto the lost sheep 
of the house of Israel,” which recalls 
the incident of the Syrophenician woman 
who pressed upon Him her daughter's 
need, saying, “Even the dogs eat of the 
crumbs that fall from the master’s table.” 
It was just a crumb this man sought 
along with the others. 

Their utter helplessness and need was 
the basis of their plea. They must have 
known of the cleansing of Naaman the 
Syrian. And was not he a foreigner? 
Might they not also have heard of some 
of the many cures that Jesus Himself 
had effected during the two or three years 
of His ministry throughout the land? No 
doubt they had heard many such re- 
ports and believed that He was both able 
and willing to do what they asked. 

And so the Master heard their cry. 
How could He do otherwise? “And when 
he saw them, he said unto them, Go 
show yourselves unto the priests,” as He 
had previously told another victim of 


; the same dread disease (Matt. 8:2-4). 


That man was told not only to “show 
himself unto the priest,” but to “offer 
the gift that Moses commanded, for a 
testimony unto them.” Could this have 
been his “thank offering” for a testi- 
mony? Is this also what the Lord meant 
by sending these ten men “unto the 
priests’? 

“And it came to pass, that, as they 
went, they were cleansed.” Imagine the 
joy and delight of these ten men as they 
discovered while walking along that their 
flesh was becoming like the flesh of a 
little child, like Naaman of old as he 
came up out of the muddy waters of the 
Jordan after having dipped seven times. 
Among those ten men, as they walked 
away from the Master that day, there 
probably were all degrees of faith and 
of unbelief. Some probably believed with- 
out a shadow of doubt that the thing 
they asked would be done, while others 
said, “Lord, I believe, help thou mine 
unbelief.” Nevertheless it is said of all 
ten of them without exception, “they 
were cleansed.” 


Aw ONE OF THEM, when he 
saw that he was healed, turned back, 
and with a loud voice glorified God. 
He was determined to make his thank 
offering of praise right then and there. 
And he did! “He fell down on his face 
at [the Master’s] feet, giving him thanks: 
and he was a Samaritan.” Even the 
“dogs” are thankful for the crumbs! “To 
whom little is forgiven, the same loveth 
little.” 

Then Jesus asked, “Were there not

and Moral Reform 


VANGELISM and moral re- 
form are inseparable. To 
evangelize means to take 
the gospel to all men. 

The gospel is the power of God 
unto salvation to all who be- 
lieve. Christ came into the 
world to save sinners; to save 
men not only from the guilt 
and penalty of sin, but also 
from its power. 

This being true, the gospel is the power 
to make man right in his relationship 
with his God and with his fellow man. 
As no man can live unto himself, no 
man can sin unto himself. His sin affects 
not only his own life, but also the life of 
society. The same is true of his salva- 
tion. His sins make society worse, his 
salvation makes society better. 

Thus moral reform always follows 
evangelism. The wider the sweep of 
evangelism, the larger the measure of 
moral reform, 

One cannot make a fair study of history 
without being convinced that great moral 
reforms have always been associated with 
revivals. The revivals which swept over 
Britain and the United States under the 
leadership of Wesley and Whitefield re- 
sulted not only in the salvation of thou- 
sands of individuals, but also in the 
awakening of a public conscience which 
demanded a purge of many social evils. 

The whole tone of society was changed 
and a new spirit of moral zeal was stim- 
ulated in the hearts of the masses. Prison 
reforms were wrought, slavery abolished, 
and a crushing blow was dealt the liquor 
traffic. 

These facts may be ignored by secular 
historians, but they stand the test of fair 
and accurate research.

said, “America was born in a revival.” 
Certain it is that America was founded 
by God-fearing liberty-loving men. 

It was as Christianity. spread over the 
world that autocracy had to give way to 
democracy, for it is the one religion that 
makes men fit for self-government. But 
when the Church becomes corrupt and 
loses its evangelistic spirit, tyranny again 
rides in the saddle, no matter what the 
form of government may be.

There have been no revivals 
of note for many years. The 
Church discarded its program 
of evangelism, and now the fires 
of war, hatred, and tyranny 
threaten to consume the world. 

All about us we see the results 
of an appalling moral and 
spiritual collapse in America. 
Chaos and confusion prevail; 
hearts of men fail them for fear. 
Never have we seen such a riot of 
pleasure-seeking and Self-indulgence as 
we now witness among our people, 
even though the world be on fire and 
millions of our sons wade through blood. 
Sin is no longer looked upon as sin. It is 
@ mere misfortune or a sort of disease 
of youth, like the measles or the mumps, 
and is to be cured by education or a new 
social order. Many churches have sub- 
stituted education for regeneration, a 
social gospel for the gospel of Jesus 
Christ, and little does one hear about 
evangelism. 

We have many educators in churches 
but few soul-winners. And the more we 
educate the more we see the increase in 
crime, the higher we go in education the 
deeper our people go into the cesspool 
of iniquity; not because of education but 
rather because of the lack of regenera- 
tion. It is said that educating an un- 
regenerate man is like placing a gun in 
the hands of a murderer. Surely this is 
true. The world has never had so much 
education, but the only way the wisdom 
of man can find to solve its problems is 
by use of the gun and mass murder. 

The same is true of the new social 
orders. Germany had a new social order 
—also Italy, Russia, Britain, and the 
United States—but it failed to remove 
the greed and avarice from the hearts 
of men and save us from the cruelest and 
bloodiest war of all history. 

The great need of the world is not 
education but regeneration, not a new 
social order but a new heart. The gospel 
of Jesus Christ is the only power that 
can make this possible. It is God’s power 
and not man’s. 

The Church has been entrusted with 
this gospel. Its business is not to defend 
it, but to declare it. When- declared, it 
needs no defense. A demonstration of its 
power to save and transform the lives of 
men is its sure defense. Elijah on Mount 


Carmel did not argue. He did not try 
to show the mockers what he knew. He 
wanted only to show them what God 
could do. The only way for Fundamen- 
talism to win the battle with Modernism 
is not by argument, but by producing the 
goods in demonstration of the power of 
the gospel to save. 

Where this gospel of the Book is not 
declared the Church compromises with 
the world, accepts the popular trends 
of the day, and wraps about it the cloaks 
of religion and respectability. 

While the revival fires burn the con- 
science is very sensitive and stamps as 
sins any practices contrary to the com- 
mands of God. But when the revival 
fires cease these sins are accepted as not 
harmful and soon become virtues. To 
the compromisers in the church the 
abundant life consists of what they call 
“having a good time.” Thus there is little 
or no difference between the Church and 
the world, and the Church is no longer 
a mighty force of righteousness in the 
world. Dark indeed are the days when 
the Church has lost its spirit of evan- 
gelism, and these days are now upon us. 

Surely we need in our pulpits the spirit 
of the old-time prophets of God who 
dared to rebuke even the king and to 
cry out against the sins of the people. 
They declared the eternal law of right- 
eousness and the authority of God. Their 
purpose was to bring to the people and 
their rulers the conviction of sin and the 
need for repentance. The modern way 
of ignoring sins or sugar-coating them 
would not have worked in that day— 
neither does it work in this day. Not 
until there comes a deep conviction of 
sin will men see their need of the Saviour; 
not until the Church quits compromising 
or trying to cover its sins and hide its 
shame; not until it humbles itself before 
God in confession, will there be stimulat- 
ed within it that spirit of evangelism 
which will restore it as the power for 
righteousness in the world. 

When the Church of Germany lost its 
spirit of evangelism, German rationalism 
spread rapidly and paved the way for 
Hitler and his reign of blood. In Amer- 
ica, Modernism, the child of German 
rationalism, has torn the Bible to shreds 
and declares the gospel is out of date 
and no longer meets the modern need; 
the world is to be saved by man’s wisdom 
and human engineering. 


| EER STANDS 
SQUARELY for the Bible as the inspired 
Word of God, but it differs as to inter- 
pretation. Even though that difference 
may be slight, it has split Fundamental- 
ism into many camps with each con- 
tending for its own pet interpretation. 
This makes impossible any united evan- 
gelistic effort by the fundamentalists. 
They prefer to major on controversy 
rather than soul-winning. We thank 
God for the few who do put first things 
first and make evangelism supreme in 
activities. 

With so many different sounds coming 
from the trumpets of the churches, the 
great masses of the unsaved and un- 
churched are confused and respond to 
none. They have lost confidence in the 
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Church. We hear it said that men in 
this day do not respond to gospel appeal. 
With this I cannot agree. I well remem- 
ber the old-time revivals. I have been 
in evangelistic work for a quarter of a 
century, and I have never seen a greater 
response to the gospel appeal than I see 
right now when we get the gospel to the 
people. The fault is not with the gospel 
nor with the people of the world. The 
fault lies at the door of the Church be- 
cause of its failure to get the gospel to 
the people. 

Within a few blocks of almost any 
city church in America, be it modern 
or fundamental, one could find many 
people who have never heard the gospel; 
yet God’s command to the Church is to 
take it to every one. God never demands 
an impossibility, and the Church could 
do if it were not so busy with other 
things. 

The people of the world have little in- 
terest in our creeds and controversies but 
they do have a concern about life. That 
is also God’s concern for them—life here 
and hereafter. What are we to do about 
it? How are we to solve its problems? 
This is the concern of the people. While 
they are not interested in our creeds and 
controversies, they soon would become 
interested in any real effort we might 
make to get them linked to Him who is 
the life and fhe solution to every prob- 
lem of life. 


| eee ARE TREMENDOUSLY IN- 
TERESTED in prophecy these days and it 
is right that they should be interested 
in it, but I fear there is something 
wrong in the way it is presented or in 
the objective back of the presentation. 
If -there is anything that should stir 
God’s people to evangelize, it is the 
prophetic message. But is it not a fact 
that many of the saints will cross the 
city and go many miles to hear about the 
Antichrist, but they would not cross the 
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street to try to win a soul for Christ? 
They seem to have itching ears rather 
than glowing hearts. 

Some will say that we are in the last 
days, and say it without a heartbreak or 
a tear. If we believe we are in the last 
days, then we should make the more des- 
perate effort to rescue the perishing. If 
the Church were to prove its interest in 
the salvation of lost men by doing its 
utmost to win them, it would tend to 
arouse an interest in lost men for salva- 
tion. Certain it is that the more interest 
the Church has in them, the more inter- 
est they will have for the Church. 


Asi, THE CHURCH IS FAILING 
to reach the masses, especially the work- 
ing classes, because it has not taken a 
helpful interest in them. It has not al- 
ways taken its stand against the oppres- 
sors of the poor. One bit of evidence that 
Jesus was the Messiah was that the poor 
had the gospel preached to them. He 
went among them, fed the hungry, 
and healed their sick. He denounced 
their oppressors and upset the tables of 
the money-changers in the temple. He 
selected poor and illiterate fishermen to 
become His disciples. 

There is an impression among many of 
the working class that the church favors 
the rich. We know this is not true of all 
churches, but some would make a greater 
effort to get a millionaire into its mem- 
bership than they would to get a poor 
workingman, or even a hundred of them. 

The Church of.Jesus Christ must cry 
out against the sins of both the rich and 
the poor, but the temptation comes to 
spare the rich because it may mean fi- 
nancial gain to the Church. At any rate, 
it is all evident that in many instances 
the Church is controlled by wealth. 

One need not wonder then at the rise 
of Communism and Facism and the other 
godless isms which have set the world 
on fire. There would have been no place 


for these isms if the Church everywhere 
had obeyed the command of its Founder, 
“Follow me, and I will make you fishers 
of men.” 

Follow Him in His unselfish service. 

Follow Him in His concern for the 
everyday affairs of life. 

Follow Him in His denunciation of 
wrong wherever it may be found, even 
if in the temple. 

Follow Him in His concern for the 
poor and the oppressed. 

Follow Him in preaching the Word to 
the multitudes. 

Follow Him in His effort to reach the 
individual—the woman at the well, the 
woman on the highway, even the politi- 
cian up a tree. 

Follow Him as He goes out into the 
homes of sinners, out into the highways 
and down by the sea to do personal work. 

Follow Him into the mountain of 
prayer to spend whole nights there and

Follow Him—He must be the guide. 
He will make you. He must be the power. 

Without Him ye can do nothing. We 
can be with Him only as we follow Him. 

With Him we can do all things, even 
bring to pass a mighty moral revolution 
and to make straight the crooked paths 
in human society.

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HE VOICE THAT BREATHED O’ER EDEN SPOKE OF REST. 

In Genesis 2:3 we are told of the rest of God, and 

upon that day there fell no night, because the rest 

of God has no shadow’in it and never terminates. 
God has left open the door. It stands wide open, and 
every heart may share in it. It is rest which is full of 
work; but like the cyclone, all the atoms of which revolve 
in turbulent motion around the central cavity of 
rest, so do all the activities of God revolve around His 
deepest heart which is tranquil and serene. And it is 
possible, if you and I learn the lesson amid anxiety and 
sorrow and trial and pressure of work, always to carry 
a heart so still, so serene, as to be like the depth of the 
Atlantic, which is not disturbed by the turbulent winds 
that sweep its surface. 

Now, this rest of God spoken of in Genesis was not ex- 
hausted by the Sabbath, or by Canaan; for after each 
of these had existed for many a century, God still spoke 
of His rest as being unoccupied. And at last a simple 
peasant (so Jesus seemed) stood up amid a number 
of peasants and fisher folk and others, and said: “On 
this breast of Mine is a pillow for every heavy heart. My 
breast is broad enough, My heart is deep enough. I offer 
Myself to all weary ones, in every clime and age, as Shiloh, 
the rest-giver’—for Shiloh in Him had come. 

One feels that here is the accent of Deity. Jesus says, “I am 
meek and lowly in heart.” 

And yet He assumes to Himself the prerogative of giving 
rest to all that labor and are heavy-laden. How can you 
possibly account for the meeting of humility so great, with 
pretensions so enormous, in this meekest of men unless He 
be more than man, the Son of God incarnate? You will notice 
that as He stands there upon some mountain slope, with 
Chorazin, Bethsaida, and Capernaum on the land-locked lake 
of Galilee at His feet, He speaks of two kinds of rest, the rest 
He gives, and the deeper rest which He shows us how to find. 
“T will give you rest,” He says, and then in a softer undertone 
He whispers, “Take My yoke, and you shall find rest” (Matt. 
11:28, 29). 

I will not speak now about the rest He gives—rest from the 
guilt of sin, rest from its penalty, rest from conviction, rest 
from an accusing conscience, rest from the dread and wrath 
of God. That rest He gave you, beloved, when you knelt years 
ago at the foot of the cross, and from those parched lips the 
dying Christ, your Priest and Intercessor, gave rest unto 
your soul; and being justified by faith you had peace with 
God through our Lord Jesus Christ. 

I will not speak of this, but of something deeper, because I

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find that there are tens of thousands of Christians who have 
the first rest, but not the second. They could look death in the 
face without waveriag, but they cannot look panic, disaster, 
bereavement, pain, or trial in the face without disquiet. 

“You shall find rest,” but you must look for it. I want to 
show you where to find it, and how, in three ways, which 
are one, for they converge in one.

-_ YOU MUST TAKE His YOKE. At first sight it 
appears ridiculous that those who labor and are heavy-laden 
should find rest by having the imposition of a new yoke or 
burden, however light. He says, “My yoke is easy, and my bur- 
den is light.” But then, even an easy yoke with a light burden 
imposed on laboring and weary souls would surely not give 
them rest. How can it be? Ah, listen! It is not a yoke that 
Jesus imposes, but it is the yoke that He Himself carried, and 
a yoke by the very nature of it includes two. He says then— 
standing beneath a yoke—to you, weary soul, “Come hither 
and share My yoke with Me, and we will pull the plow together 
through the long furrow of life.” 

Christ’s yoke was His Father’s will. “I delight to do thy 
will, O my God” (Ps. 40:8). Now, it is not my purpose to dis- 
cuss here the human and the divine side of Christ’s character. 
But to me it is as though Christ curtained off His divine 
attributes, as we might allow the curtain of a theater to drop 
from the roof and to shut off the whole of the space behind. 
Any ‘moment the curtain couid be lifted, and I suppose you 
would still grant that space to be part of the building, but 
it would be curtained off for a definite purpose. So for the 
purposes of understanding our human life in all its aspects, 
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our Lord voluntarily emptied Himself, 
laid aside the use of His divine attributes, 
and was content to live as Elijah, or John 
the Baptist, or as you and I have to live, 
a life of perpetual dependance upon God. 

Directly a creature lives so, it has to 
take God’s plan, and then to take God’s 
power. Whenever God gives a plan, He 
gives the soul everything necessary for 
its completion. So Jesus Christ was al- 
ways looking at the Father’s will, the 
Father's plan, and then seeking by faith 
the Father’s power. That was His yoke. 

It came into evidence often. For in- 
stance, when He healed on the Sabbath 
day and they accused Him, He said, “I 
could not help it. My Father worketh 
hitherto, and I could do no other than 
work out what My Father wrought in.” 
He went across the lake to give His 
disciples a vacation. Five thousand hun- 
gry men broke in, and in their advent He 
saw the intrusion of His Father’s plan, 
and adopted it. He started for the home 
of Jairus. A woman with a touch arrested 
Him, and in her slight touch He saw 
again His Father’s will and plan, and 
waited to heal her. Then He moved 
leisurely forward, knowing that at the 
house of Jairus He would have sufficient 
power to raise the daughter. And in the 
garden it was His Father’s will beneath 
which He bowed His meek soul, saying, 
“Not My will but Thine!” 

In the context also there is a most love- 
ly illustration of this. He had been 
wrestling from the human side (so to 
speak) with the great problem why God 
hides things from the wise and prudent, 
and reveals them unto babes; and He 
said, “Even so, Father.” The Revised 
Version translates it, “Yea, Father,” but 

it ought to have translated» it, “Yes, 

Father.” Christ’s life was a perpetual 
“Yes” to God. And if you want to live 
a life of rest you must pace the weary 
furrow of your life with an upturned face, 
saying, “Yes, yes, yes.” Always yes! 


(in SAYS TO ME, “if I 
always had to do with God, I would not 
mind. If it was disaster, shipwreck, fire, 
anything which I could trust to God, I 
hope I am Christian enough to bow to it. 
But what worries me, and makes me 
feverish and restless, is that things come 
to me from my fellow men. I cannot 
say ‘yes’ to these.” 

Ah, my friend, you must! You will 
never get rest if you do not. I tried that 
myself once, and I found that at last I 


had to come to this, and to make no 
distinction between what God appointed 
and what God permitted. 

His permission and His appointments 
are equally His will. Job thought so, for 
though Satan blasted his prosperity, he 
said, “The Lord hath taken away.” 
Joseph thought so, for he said, “It was 
not you that sent me down here, but 
God.” David thought so, for he said, 
“God hath let Shimei curse; let him 
curse.” Jesus thought so, for when Judas 
came into the garden to arrest Him He 
said, “The cup which my Father hath 
given me, shall I not drink it?” (John 
18:11). Though it had been brought to 
His lip by a Judas, it had been mixed 
by His Father. 

Now it seems to me as if you and I 
are enclosed in God. An arrow comes 
from the enemy’s bow. A man that 
hates me writes an anonymous letter; 
someone defrauds me; some woman sets 
an unkind story afloat about me. The 
evil travels toward me. If God liked, He 
could let the arrow pass this way or that. 
But if my God opens and permits the 
evil to pass through His encompassing 
power to my heart, by the time it has 
passed through God to me, it has be- 
come God’s will for me. He permits it, 
and that is His will for my life. I do not 
say that that man will escape his just 
doom. God will deal with him; I am not 
going to worry myself about him. In 
early days I would have taken infinite 
pains to avert the evil that men wished 
to do me, or perhaps to repay them, or to 
show that the evil was perfectly unwar- 
ranted. I confess that I have ceased to 
worry about it. If you silence one man 
you will start twenty more. It is ever 
so much better for peace of mind to 
accept the will of God, to accept His 
permission and His appointment, to look 
up into His face, and say, “Even so, 
Father.” 

Someone says, “Before you go on, I 
want you to answer this question. Five 
months ago I had the loveliest little baby 
boy that ever mother fondled. My hus- 
band and I perfectly doted upon that 
little fellow. He-took sick, and we hung 
over him and prayed for him, and did 
everything we could for him. He closed 
his eyes one day in death, and I have 
never been able to feel resigned since 
then. Am I very wicked?” 

What do you mean by “not feeling re- 
signed’”’? 

“Well, I shed floods of tears when I 
am alone.” 


Our Worth to God

The lapidary does not waste his time 
On common pebbles, but on gems of worth; 
So when God chastens He considers those 
Who are the children of celestial birth. 
Their fiery trials prove their worth to God. 
Did they not cost Him the Redeemer’s blood? 


My dear woman, that is all right. 
Jesus wept. He gave you power to weep, 
and tears relieve the overtired, over- 
wrought system. Cry on till God shall 
wipe away every tear. 

Do you say, “Sir, I do not quite mean 
that; I feel as though I cannot forgive 
God about it. I cannot feel as though I 
can say, Yes”? 

No, because you are beginning in the 
wrong part of your nature. God asks you 
to will submission, and the emotions will 
follow suit. You cannot begin by feeling 
resigned, but you can begin by willing 
resignation. Say to Him, “I will Thy 
will.” 

“But I do not feel it.” 

Never mind! Say it a hundred times 
a day: “I will Thy will,” and within a 
week you will change your note, and in- 
stead you will say, “I choose Thy will.” By 
saying that a hundred times a day for a 
week you will change your note again, 
“T delight in Thy will.” 


W. BEGIN BY WILLING IT, we 
come to chose it, and we end by delight- 
ing in it. And that is the secret of rest. 

Will you take the yoke of God today? 
God’s will comes to us (1) by His Spirit; 
(2) by His Word; and (3) by circum- 
stances. And I think it is in circum- 
stances that we are most tested. It is just 
there that we have to meet God. Just as 
in some electric light the two points have 
to come very close together before the 
light shines between them, so the point of 
your will and the point of God’s will 
have to touch, and then the light of 
acquiescence and peace flashes out. 

There are some people who bear the 
yoke because they cannot help it; there 
are other people who take it. Have you 
taken it? Take it now by your will. You 
have lost your husband or wife, your 
money, or your lover. Now it is no use 
running away into society. I meet with 
many girls who have been disappointed 
in love, and they have gone into society, 
and made themselves hard, and steeled 
themselves against love in every way, 
while they have been running away from 
themselves, from God. You will live to 
come to an end at last. You will learn 
to look up into the face of the Crucified, 
and say, “Jesus, I take the yoke.” 

Quietly take what God permits, under- 
stand that therein is the secret of rest, 
and a new tranquility will come. You 
will have your floods of tears, but you 
will say, “I take the will of God.” 

“Anoint your head and wash your face.” 
I am very fond ofthat verse. We go 
about whining, “O dear! my suffering!” 
And so we give people the conception 
that God is very hard, and everybody 
pities us; it is rather comfortable to be 
pitied. You feel that you are somebody 
if you excite somebody else’s pity, and in 
that you get your reward. But if you 


‘anoint your head, and wash your face, 


and put on your sweetest look, and dress 
your nicest, and live your sweet orderly 
self, hiding your pain in your heart, God 
who seeth in secret will reward you 
openly, and you shall live to see what you 
thought absolutely necessary to your 
life to be a handful of withered leaves.

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What Shall We Do NOW 


in Evangelism? 


HERE is always a now in evan- 

gelism. It means the proclamation 

of good news. The word news is 

always associated with today—the 
hours most recent. A newspaper is valu- 
able only as it carries current happen- 
ings. News is news when it is fresh. 
After that it is history. The gospel 
presents the best of all news, and there 
is in it the ring of immediacy: “Behold 
now is the accepted time; behold now is 
the day of salvation.” 

And there is also the immediacy of 
the evangelistic invitation, “Come, for 
all things are now ready.” Continually 
we are faced with nowness in evangelism; 
the now of our responsibility as well as 
of the gospel message and invitation. 

However, in framing our title we are 
thinking of some of the special 
conditions we face in this kind 
of a world. It is much to be 
hoped that the reader has 
read the two preceding articles, 

“Britain and America After the 
War,” and “America’s Responsi- 
bility in the War and After.” 
In these we tried to point out the 
importance of evangelism in helping 
to unify the sympathies and attitudes 
of English-speaking people everywhere; 
this only as a by-product of evangelism. 
And then we called attention to the 
world-wide obligation of Christians in 
America in this strategic hour. 


W. TRUST THE READER HAS IN 
MIND the difference between evangelism 
and revival. Revival is that special and 
general manifestation of the Spirit of 
God (special as to time, general as to 
scope) which begins with Christians, 
and when the churches are quickened 
reaches out to the unsaved. But evan- 
gelism is the regular, day-by-day re- 
sponsibility of Christians in bringing men 
to Christ. 

This article limits itself to evangelism, 
though the writer believes with all his 
might that the greatest need of the 
world today is a revival. We know full 
well that revival does not depend on 
men or organizations. While God sends 
a spiritual awakening to men and 


through men, it is not because the. 


Church has made the man its selection. 
As a matter of history, often the Church 
rejects the man, though a century later 
churches may be erected to his memory. 
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Too many people place the revival re- 
sponsibility back on God and fail in 
meeting their own daily evangelistic op- 
portunity. These articles have evangelism 
in the foreground and revival in the 
background. We are here dealing largely 
with plans, but we understand quite well 
that revival is not man-made, but God- 
given. No plans or methods will ever 
bring a revival to a church. Plans are 
helpful and proper in evangelism, but 
ever and always they should be sur- 
rendered to the Holy Spirit, for Him to 
use or set aside at His own pleasure. 


Baise THE Moopy BIBLE 
INSTITUTE was founded by an evangelist, 
it has held as part of its heritage the 
necessity of training men for 
this important service. Evan- 
- gelists, gospel singers, evangel- 
istic pastors, rescue mission 
workers, home missionaries, and 
others have gone from the In- 
stitute with a zeal for souls 

as part of their equipment. 
In the realization that a new evan- 
gelistic emphasis will be desperately 
needed following the war, the Institute 
is taking advance steps in the prepara- 
tion of workers in this special field. For 
years it has taught various phases of 
soul-winning, and has given students ex- 
perience in practical work. All of this is 
to be enlarged, though we are not at 
present announcing curricular changes. 
With the post-war need of the churches 
in mind, we have also been at work de- 
veloping an evangelistic staff. The Ex- 
tension Department for years has oper- 
ated in this direction, but it is‘now ready 
to capitalize on past experience and has 
added several evangelists of ability; all 
of this with the conviction that the field 
will grow wider and whiter as time goes 
on. 
It is not the purpose of this article to 
enlarge on the special qualifications of 
the men in this department. Some of 
these names will be known to all our 
readers, and some to many of them. 
The director of the department is Noel 
O. Lyons. Remember, please, we are not 
now presenting Bible teachers, but only 
those who specialize in evangelism, and 
they are presented alphabetically: Homer 
W. Grimes, Michael A. Guido, Robert J. 
Kees, John F. MacArthur, Irwin A. 
Moon, W. Douglas Roe, and W. W. 


Shannon. These are strong men, able 
preachers, and some of them are in 
addition, splendid musicians. Some of 
them have a new and different approach 
to the presentation of the old-fashioned 
gospel. 


W HAT IS CALLED MASS EVAN- 
GELIsM has had directed against it two 
or three criticisms. The first is that of 
cominercialism. Under our plan the 
evangelist will not have anything per- 
sonal at stake in a free-will offering. 
He will be on a yearly salary, and offer- 
ings will not be for a man but for a 
movement. 

Another criticism to be avoided is the 
charge that mass evangelism draws peo- 
ple away from the local church. We have 
to admit that at times it has worked 
that way. The churches have organized 
their prayer meetings and have gone on 
from the small meetings to the great 
evangelistic campaign in tabernacle or 
central auditorium. The meetings have 
come to a climax and the people have 
returned to churches which looked pretty 
tame after the tabernacle. 

How about the following for an idea? 
Suppose we could begin in a city, with 
Irwin A. Moon and his “Sermons from 
Science,” in a central hall? Moon, with 
his electrical equipment, attracts the 
crowd, and in a peculiar way gets the 
attention of the unchurched. In this way 
your crowd would be with you early in 
the campaign, instead of at its close. 
Then take your staff of evangelists and 
put them in the churches in various 
sections of the city, using a modern 
adaptation of the Chapman-Alexander 
simultaneous plan. There could be oc- 
casional central meetings downtown, 
perhaps a noonday or Sunday afternoon 
rally, but the emphasis would be on the 
work in neighborhoods and in the 
churches. 

The evangelistic plan should include 
the training of personal workers, not 
merely to do their work in an auditorium, 
but in the homes of the people. The 
campaign should have its accent on 
Bible study, and classes for such study 
should be organized before the campaign 
closes, particularly to indoctrinate con- 
verts. 


W. INVITE CHRISTIANS TO 
THINK With us concerning these and other 
possible plans, and to think carefully and 
pray earnestly concerning the plight of 
the world and an impotent Church. 

Many of the things attempted by the 
worldly wise can be achieved only 
through the preaching of the gospel. Do 
you think there is any possibility of the 
reconciliation of capital and labor apart 
from Christ? Nor is there any solution 
to the much discussed race problem, apart 
from the Lord Jesus. 

Too often society seems to fall into 
four levels—the slum folks, the laborers, 
the white collar class, and the capitalists. 
The church seems to direct its appeal 
to the white collar class, with some in-~ 
cidental work for the slums. The work- 
ing man is ignored, except as the labor 
leader gathers him up. The capitalist

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HEN THE LEAGUE OF NaTIONS met 
W at Geneva a number of years 

ago, Will Rogers commented 

that he “saw by the papers” 
that it had solved all the problems of 
the world except the problem of human 
nature. The plans being agitated today 
for a just and durable peace after the 
war will have to deal with this problem, 
for human nature has caused all the 
trouble and dissension in the world since 
Adam. 

Man is naturally self-centered. The 
baby instinctively reaches for everything 
in sight and thrusts it into his mouth. 
As he grows older, his desires expand 
with his reach, and the instinct becomes 
a habit. Even the impulses of love and 
patriotism are forms of selfishness, cen- 
tering in objectives in which we have a 
personal interest. All man’s natural im- 
pulses are motivated by self-interest, and 
until he learns the way of sacrifice, no 
peace that he can devise can be either 
just or durable. 

The record of human nature in action 
is written in history. Waves of conquest, 
energized by personal ambition or racial 
conflicts, have marked the course of man- 
kind through the ages, until today the 
intensity of the struggle is titanic. The 
world has always been divided into rival 
factions with conflicting ideologies im- 
possible to reconcile. Although some of 
these issues may be temporarily suspend- 
ed, they are never destroyed, for they are 
the results of the inevitable conflict of 
race and environment. 

When the Huns and Vandals poured 
out of the German forests and swamped 
the Roman empire, they were driven by 
the same urge for lebensram that their 
descendants now proclaim as geopolitik. 
Civilization has only served to intensify 
the law of the jungle and refine its 
cruelties. It is not man’s mind that must 
be cultivated, but his heart that must 
be changed, before he can make any real 
progress on the pathway to peace. 


ed OUTLOOK ON THE WORLD 
as presented in the headlines of the news 
reveals a realistic cross section of human 
nature. Strikes, graft, violence, treach- 
ery, vice, corruption, and war prove that 
civilization can never repeal the law of 
human nature. If a nominally Christian 
civilization only succeeds in varnishing 
the surface of man’s conduct, what can 
be expected of a world cosmogony that 
glorifies force! Even assuming that by 
some miracle of evolution an entire gen- 
eration should achieve perfection of con- 
duct, it is a scientific biological certainty 
that the succeeding generation would re- 
vert to an atavistic type of homo sapiens. 
If efforts to secure a just and durable 
peace among men or nations are to suc- 
ceed, it is axiomatic that they must 
awaken new and higher impulses than 
the inherited tendencies common to hu- 
man nature. 

Experiments with appeasement lend no 
encouragement to the prospect of setting 
up a world tribunal that would even 
measurably approach the minimum stan- 
dard of universal justice and recognized

authority. Even if such a tribunal should 
win universal acceptance, it would be 
no nearer the goal of peace, for it could 
not reform the world, much less regen- 
erate it, but only regiment it. 

Peace is far more than the absence of 
war. It bears no resemblance to an 
armed truce. Peace implies resting 
hearts, free from fear and alarm and the 
tensions of uncertainty. More even than 
such freedom, it isa state of trust and 
hope and confidence which makes life 
beautiful and productive. A state of 
enforced inaction is not peace but stag- 
nation. No tribunal that the world can 
set up has the power to weld the hearts 
of men into an era of confidence that 
can rightly be called peace. 


f om FACT THAT THE WORLD IS 
TORN with war and drenched in blood by 
no means signifies that peace is unattain- 
able, or that it is some far-off goal of 
hurhan perfection. A just and durable 
peace is a present reality, grounded on 
the infinite justice of Almighty God and 
durable for all eternity. For nineteen 
centuries it has been the great reality 
of life, while men have blindly combed 
the ashes of mortality for a substitute. 
Peace on earth was proclaimed by the 
angelic choir when the Prince of Peace 
was born. But now as then, men crucify 
their peace to gratify their ambition or 
their avarice. 

The way to peace, opened at Calvary, 
is God’s last word to the world. Today, 
as then, the world is free to choose its 
master, and now as then it echoes the 
cry, “Not this man, but Barabbas!” 

The obstacle that effectively bars the 
way to world peace is man’s alienation 
from God. God’s universe is orderly and 
will not tolerate rebellion. Human nature 
has willfully alienated itself from God. 
Therefore the world is in constant tur- 
moil and man can never know peace until 
he is reconciled to God. In the weakness 
of his mortality he gravitates toward 
death and dissolution, and is powerless 
to find a ransom for his soul. But God’s 
compassion toward man is as infinite as 


His justice. When man supplicates His 
mercy, “then he is gracious unto him, 
and saith, Deliver him from going down 
to the pit: I have found a ransom!” (Job 
33:24). 

The world is literally going down to 
the pit to seek a ransom, yet the sacri- 
fice of millions of lives on the battlefield 
will not make the world better. The 
vicarious sacrifice of God’s Ransom is the 
only way to peace. “The chastisement of 
our peace was upon him.” “Therefore 
being justified by faith, we have peace 
with God through our Lord Jesus Christ” 
(Rom. 5:1). This is the final summary of 
a just and durable peace; just as the 
infinite justice of God, durable through- 
out all eternity. 


B.. THE TERMS OF PEACE are 
not binding until ratified by both parties. 
Man is a free agent, and because he has 
free will, the peace of God is conditioned 
upon acceptance. God has provided the 
Ransom, but the amnesty is not a blanket 
decree covering all humanity. It is an 
individual transaction to which each one 
of us must personally subscribe. Jesus 
did not come to reform the world nor 
to establish social justice, but to regen- 
erate those who rest their entire weight 
on the merit of His atoning blood shed 
on Calvary. There is no substitute for 
God’s Ransom sealed in blood and stamp- 
ed with the five wounds of the cross. 

The great mystery of the ages since 
Calvary is the perversity of men who, 
when faced with certain death, are so 
stubborn as to refuse a pardon. There is 
one historic parallel which is perhaps the 
only one in history. More than a century 
ago, there was a man named George Wil- 
son who was convicted of killing a man 
while robbing the mails, and was sen- 
tenced to death. On December 28, 1829, 
he was pardoned by President Andrew 
Jackson. However, Wilson refused to 
accept the pardon, and contended that 
it was no pardon unless he accepted 
it. This was a point of law for which 
there was no precedent, and the Presi-

~ The Place of the Ghureh 
in the Post-War World

laymen who heard a learned and 

gifted minister discuss the post- 
war world and the place of the Church in 
that world. 

Many problems were discussed, but the 
solution was left in the hands of the 
Church. Having been a minister during 
the first World War, many things were 
brought to my mind. Much was said then 
that seems to be in the process of being 
repeated now. I well remember the Arm- 
istice Day celebration in a small town a 
few days after the actual event. An out- 
of-town minister was invited to address 
a large audience in the city hall. In the 
course of his address he said: “Slavery 
was a moral issue, but in 1861-1865 we 
arose and struck it a death blow. Slavery 
is forever a thing of the past. Likewise 
war was a moral issue, and once more 
we have struck a decisive blow and war 
will be forever a thing of the past.” 
World conditions today show whether or 
not he was an accurate prophet. 

During that same year before the 
Armistice was signed, I heard another 
discourse on the post-war world. The 
text was, “There shall be no more sea.” 
We were told that this text meant that 
after the war there would be no more 
race distinctions. The war would result 
in teaching men to be brothers, and 
thus there would be no more hatred or 
racial differences. Said the speaker, 
“When the war is over we shall walk 
down the streets of our towns and cities 
arm in arm with the Dago and the black 
man. There will be no enmity, men will 
be brothers.” That will be considered 
hardly a true picture in the light of 
present day Jewish persecutions, as well 
as a brutal war that envelops our globe. 

During that same war a divine of 
national prominence talked much of 
building a new world order and concern- 
ing a better day that would result. Within 
the last year I have heard that same 
voice over the air confess that he and 
many others were terribly disillusioned 
when this present conflagration began. 
But still the learned men and many 
others have not learned their lesson. 
They still talk of building a new and a 
better world after this war. They talk 


OME TIME AGO, it was my lot to be

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of doing it through the present Church. 

In the address heard recently, the 
speaker said he was sure that the Church 
of today was not going to be allowed to 
“muscle in at the peace conference” 
unless it becomes a better Church, for 
said he, “if the Church waits until the 
conference comes, or till afterward, it 
will have no influence whatever on the 
conference or the world.” “The Church 
must start now to get ready if it is to 
have a voice at the coming peace con- 
ference.” As I listened I was wondering 
what influence any Church could have at 
any conference in adjusting world prob- 
lems when it was not able to prevent the 
worst war of all time. The Church used 
to sing, “Throw out the life line,” and 
did a fairly good job at pulling in the 
lost, but in recent years the Church has 
hardly enough strength to hang out a 
clothesline. 


A LITTLE INVESTIGATION Of the 
present-day Church might show just why 
it will not have much to say at the com- 
ing peace conference or in the post-war 
world. The Church is stronger in the 
United States today than anywhere else 
in the world, yet the Church here is not 
impressing the world in general very 
much in regard to its Founder, the Lord 
Jesus Christ. Late statistics give the 
Church in the United States about 65,- 
000,000 members, about 48 per cent of 
our total population. Will the world in 
general be much impressed with the 
Church’s estimate of Christ when only 
8 per cent of the 48 per cent think enough 
of Christ to attend the morning service, 
to say nothing of the negligible per- 
centage who attend the evening service? 

The Church in the beginning did not 
control the world nor its politics, but it 
did condemn sinful men, and I have 
found it to be true in my experience 
that the best condemnation of a sinful 
community is a group of godly men and 
women, a group whose very lives are so 
like Christ’s that sinners were con- 
demned. 

The Church described above will have 
no influence at the coming peace con- 
ference. It will not, as our speaker said, 
“be able to muscle in at the peace con- 
ference.” That is my judgment also, and 
I feel it is predicted in God’s Word. The 
coming peace of the world will not be

brought about by the Church, but by 
military men. The next peace will not be 
the result of a disarmament conference, 
it will be a military peace. Let me further 
illustrate. 

Not long ago I listened to a speaker 
from the Department of Commerce of the 
State of Pennsylvania. In his address 
he gave suggestions how to overcome the 
economic problems which will face us 
after the war. At the close of his address, 
time was given for questions and dis- 
cussion. I asked this question, “What will 
happen in our nation when we cease to 
make war implements and go back to 
making refrigerators, electric sweepers, 
and automobiles? What will be done in 
the gap when we go from one phase to 
the other? What about unemployment?” 
The speaker answered by saying, “Most 
of the unemployment will be overcome 
by having a standing army, .not of two 
hundred thousand men, but one of four 
million men.” The speaker said he 
thought large standing armies would be 
world-wide. When I informed him that 
God’s prophetic Word taught the same 
thing, he suddenly lost interest. 


a I PROVE MY CONTENTION 
that God’s Word pictures the next peace 
as an armed one? Daniel described a 
vision of four world empires (Dan. 7:1-7). 
These same world empires are outlined 
in Daniel 2:31-43. You might ask, How 
do we know these four great beasts are 
four kingdoms? In verse 17 of this same 
chapter we read, “These great beasts, 
which are four, are four kings, which 
Shall arise out of the earth.” Daniel 
2:31-43 tells of the same four kingdoms, 
but names the first one as the Babylonian 
kingdom, or the one ruled by Nebuchad- 
nezzar. The interpreter Daniel said to 
Nebuchadnezzar: “And after thee shall 
arise another kingdom inferior to thee.” 
This, history tells us, was the Medes and 
Persian empire. Then a third kingdom 
of brass was to arise which would bear 
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rule over all the earth. We should note 
that these kingdoms were world king- 
doms or empires. This third kingdom was, 
as history tells us, the Grecian empire. 
Now notice that verse 40 speaks of the 
fourth kingdom on earth as one that 
shall be strong as iron. No fifth kingdom 
is mentioned, and since Greece was, as 
history proves, the third world empire, 
the fourth one must be the Roman. His- 
tory gives no record of more than four 
distinct world empires. 

Daniel 2 and 7 both describe the fourth 
world empire as coming to its close with 
ten kings ruling at one time. The fourth 
kingdom is described (Dan. 7:7) as a 
dreadful and terrible beast, strong ex- 
ceedingly, with great iron teeth, breaking 
in pieces and stamping the residue with 
its feet. This beast or kingdom had ten 
horns, which horns are said to be kings 
(Dan. 7:24). 

Now since the Roman empire was the 
fourth world empire on the earth, and it 
is pictured with ten kings ruling at its 
close, then the Roman empire which has 
not been in existence for many years 
must be revived or come into power again 
with ten kings or rulers, for the greatest 
number of rulers or emperors Rome has 
ever had was two. They were stationed 
at Rome and Constantinople. 

I believe that this final form of the 
empire will rule or hold sway over the 
combined territories of the former three 
world empires, which included territory 
from the Persian Gulf, within the border 
of the Indus River, following the line of 
the Black Sea, Danube and Rhine Rivers, 
on up to the middle of Scotland, in- 
cluding all of Europe bordering the At- 
lantic Ocean; also the nations of North 
Africa and all other nations bordering 
on the Mediterranean Sea. I believe the 
United States will come in as an off- 
shoot of England. 


« THE BOOK OF REVELATION 
(13:1, 2) we see the final form of this 
fourth world empire. Here we notice it 
composed of the leopard, which is 
Greece; the feet of a bear, which is the 
ancient Medes and Persian empire, and 
the mouth of a lion, or the Babylonian 
empire. Thus we can see the war ending 
for awhile with a league of ten nations, 
which league will not include Germany 
or Russia. Neither of the last two nations 
were ever to any extent within the 
boundary lines of the four previously 
mentioned world~ empires. 

As noted before, the coming peace will 
be a military peace. The last war closed 
with a league of nations, but it was a 
peace league, it had no “teeth.” When- 
ever a member was dissatisfied, that 
member could leave and the league could 
do nothing about it, as Japan and other 
nations have shown. What power or in- 
fluence has Geneva over Japan, or any 
other nation in this day? But the coming 
league of nations (Dan. 7:7) has “great 
iron teeth,” and there never was a war 
in all human history where iron has 
played such a prominent part. I believe 
this league will come into existence be- 
fore peace comes or before the war 
closes, for we read that this ten king- 
dom federation devours and breaks in 
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pieces and stamps the remainder with 
its feet (Dan. 7:7). 

The above demands that an invasion of 
the conquered countries must take place, 
and then all the so-called conquered 
countries will join with the invaders and 
the ten kingdom empire (Dan. 7:7) will 
come into being. Germany will be penned 
in and defeated, never again to disturb 
the peace of the world. 

One of the greatest problems of the 
post-war world will be the scarcity of 
food and homes for the brutalized people 
of Europe, especially the Jews. The eco- 
nomic problem will be very difficult to 
solve, but will be somewhat alleviated 
by the Jews being taken home to Pales- 
tine. The time is coming when the ships 
of Tarshish will take God’s outcast people 
back to their own land, where sons of 
strangers shall build up their walls (Isa. 
60:8-10). Then will follow a time of 
rebuilding a war-torn world and the 
building of a great world-wide com- 
mercial structure. 


L THE CHURCH OF JESUS 
Curist is to have any part and any 
weight in the post-war world it will have 
to go back to the preaching and resultant 
living of the first century. No amount of 
civilization, culture, or scientific achieve- 


ment will ever be able to change the 
cure for fallen and lost men. Men of 
this twentieth century must be saved by 
the plan wrought out by the Lord Jesus 
Christ in the first century. A modernized 
first-century gospel is lifeless and cannot 
help a dying world. 

We must go back and get our clew 
from the first-century Church. What was 
the message of the early Church? The 
apostles were witnesses concerning the 
resurrection of Jesus Christ (Acts 1:22). 
The outstanding point of the message of 
the early Church was that there was a 
living Man in the glory who had been 
crucified, dead, and buried. 

Many have asked, Why be so particular 
about the resurrection of Jesus Christ? 
Because Jesus came to give His life a 
ransom for many (Matt. 20:28). The 
gospel record shows plainly that He gave 
His life on the cross, but there was no 
way to prove the acceptance of that 
ransom but by the resurrection of the 
body which was offered on the cross. 
The apostle Paul under divine inspiration 
tells us that Jesus was offered for our 
offenses or sins (that is, the ransom 
was paid in that offering of the cross), 
and then raised again for our justifi- 
cation, or raised from the dead to show 
that God had accepted the ransom 
(Rom. 4:25). (Continued on page 174)

N ONLY two occasions did I have 

any close contact with Major 

D. W. Whittle.. Each occasion 

made a deep and abiding im- 
pression. 

The first occurred in Kalamazoo, Mich., 
where he and J. H. Burke were holding 
meetings. At that particular time the 
Lord was dealing seriously with me, as 
I well deserved. I sought out the two men 
in their rooms to confer with them 
regarding my life’s work. Both advised 
me to go to the young institution Mr. 
Moody had started in Chicago for the 
training of Christian workers. 

My second meeting with Major Whittle 
was in a small Methodist church, whose 
pastor was one of my earliest and closest 
friends. For Major Whittle, who was of 
national and international fame, to come 
to that particular church, indelibly im- 
pressed me with his humility. I recall also 
what a deep impression he had made 
upon my ministerial friend. 

It was a matter of nearly two years 
before I did as these men had advised 
and seriously began my vocational Chris- 
tian labors. In the meantime, I sub- 
scribed to a small paper which later be- 
came the Record of Christian Work. 
Major Whittle was contributing daily 
Bible studies to this paper, which I and 
my family read as long as he continued 
to write. No biography of Major Whittle 
has been published. Such facts as we are 
presenting were obtained from a personal 
interview with his daughter, Mrs. Will 
R. Moody, East Northfield, Mass., and a 
brief sketch by J. H. Hall. 


M AJOR WHITTLE WAS BORN AT 
CHICOPEE FALLS, Mass. He and his three 
brothers located in Chicago a_ short 
time before the War Between the States, 
he to become cashier of the Wells Fargo 
Bank, and actively interested in the 
Tabernacle Sunday School. In this school 
he met Miss Abbie Hanson, who later 
became Mrs. Whittle. In 1861, Mr. Whittle 
went south with an Illinois regiment and 
was wounded in action at Vicksburg, 
Miss. Later he became Provost Marshal 
on General O. O. Howard’s staff, and 
marched with General Sherman through 
Georgia. At the close of the war he was 
breveted “Major,” a title ever after asso- 
ciated with his name. 

While home in Chicago convalescing 
from his Vicksburg wound Mr. Whittle 
first met Mr. Moody. The occasion was 
a large meeting being held at the taber- 
nacle. Called upon to speak, and weak

from his wound, as he approached the 
platform he heard a strong voice exclaim. 
“Give him three.cheers, boys.” It was 
Mr. Moody speaking. That was the be- 
ginning of an intimate fellowship and 
association in labor between these two 
men, which lasted until death. He out- 
lived Mr. Moody slightly more than a 
year. 

Following the war, Major Whittle was 
for a time associated with the Elgin 
Watch Company, but yielding to Mr. 
Moody’s influence and to the manifest 
leadings of the Holy Spirit, he turned 
from a business career to devdte his 
entire time to evangelism. His first full- 
time musical associate was the now 
celebrated P. P. Bliss. Their fellowship 
in labor was broken by the tragic death 
of Mr. Bliss in the terrible Ashtabula, 
Ohio, railway disaster of 1875. Major 
Whittle wrote an interesting and most 
inspiring biography of Mr. Bliss. He also 
published a devotional Bible study, Life, 
Warfare, and Victory, and a volume of 
poems. 


Mhasor WHITTLE WAS AN EF- 
FECTIVE PREACHER and a more than ac- 
ceptable Bible teacher. He was also a 
hymn writer of unusual ability. His 
hymns are most widely known as written 
under his nom de plume of El Nathan 
(God the Giver). 

The greater number of -his earlier 
hymns were set to music by James Mc- 
Granahan, such well-known ones as 
“The Coming Day,” “Showers of Bless- 
ing,” and “I Know Whom I Have Be- 
lieved.” Others were given musical wings 
by his daughter Mrs. May Whittle Moody. 
Perhaps “Moment by Moment” is the 
most widely known and used of Mrs. 
Moody’s compositions. It is included in 
the chaplain’s hymn book being used by 
the American troops in the present con- 
flict. 

Mr. McGranahan, who had an ex- 
ceptional tenor voice, hesitated about 
preparing himself for an operatic career. 
As against this, Mr. Bliss, his close per- 
sonal friend, urged him to devote his 
talent and time to the Master’s kingdom 
as an evangelistic singer. Just before the 
Ashtabula disaster, Mr. Bliss and Major 
Whittle were discussing with whom Mr. 
McGranahan might become associated. 
Major Whittle met Mr. McGranahan 
for the.first time at the funeral of Mr. 
Bliss. On their return trip to Chicago 
they talked and prayed about the matter,

THE WAR AND MISSIONARY 
EXPANSION* 

— friends may be “interested 
“\ to know that in London we have an 
institution which, so far as I am aware, 
has no parallel in any other city of the 
world. It is popularly known here as the 
“May” meetings. More than a century 
ago, Christian missionary and philan- 
thropic societies began to hold their an- 
nual meetings in the month of May. 
That month was chosen for its conven- 
ience, when most people were still in 
town. In the course of time, the number 
of anniversaries grew until there were 
more than a hundred, and in order to 
avoid too much overlapping, the May 
meeting season stretched from April to 
June. 

The May meetings this year have been 
the most encouraging since the outbreak 
of war. They have been well attended, 
and secretaries’ reports have given evi- 
dence of vitality, not least in the matter 
of financial support. Almost every so- 
ciety, in fact, recorded increased incomes 
and no deficit, and a few had sub- 
stantial balances for future contingencies. 

This circumstance is but one of many 
calling for thanksgiving to God for His 
care and provision in times of exceptional 
difficulty. The increased incomes are 
greatly needed in view of present con- 
ditions in lands overseas, and heavy 
demands which must be faced in days 
to come. Not the least of our mercies in 
Britain has been the government’s rigid 
control of the prices of almost every 
commodity. But for that wise step to 
keep down the cost of living, we might 
have been in dire straits by now. This 
control, however, does not apply to any- 
thing like the same extent in lands where 
British missionaries are laboring. In 
India, where rationing can be tried only 
on a very limited scale, the cost of living 
has advanced about 190 per cent. In 
Free China it is 650 per cent above pre- 
war levels. This calls for a big increase 
in missionary allowances. 

I feel it is due you to mention these 
facts, because we can never forget that 
when British societies were grappling 
with grave financial problems during the 
first year of the war, American societies

GOD AND THE PARATROOPS

KNOW that many men in the various 
branches of the armed services have 
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shown much faith in Christian doctrine 
and are interested in their relationship 
to God. I have come to that conclusion 
as the result of reports of many chap- 
lains in the armed services and of my 
own experience, working with several 
branches of our army in Alaska and in 
the United States. 

I often wondered how much chance 
God had in the lives of men who have 
volunteered for specialized units, be- 
cause of the nature of their hazardous 
duty. I speak now of the paratroopers. 
Given the name the “Wild Men from 
Heaven” back in the States, and de- 
scribed as the “Devils from the Air” by 
the North African Arabs, those men 
have been taught to drop behind the 
enemy lines at night and coolly and 
skillfully disrupt enemy opposition. They 
must be able to kill as silently and 
quickly as they came from the sky itself. 
They make the vow not to retreat, be 
there only one left to face the enemy, 
and then must have the coolness to lie 
in the path of the most dangerous enemy 
opposition and not flinch, but strike with 
all the power at their control, as did the 


“pattle facts show in Sicily. Young para- 


troopers laid in wait until the huge 
tracks of the monster German Tiger 
tanks almost passed over them before 
they opened up with their anti-tank 
weapons. Do men like that have time for 
spiritual things? 

Qualified over a year ago as the second 
Protestant jumping chaplain, I received 
my wings after the fifth jump. Since that 
time I’ve marched beside the men, 
trained with them in the field, have 
jumped in the same “stick” (one plane 
load of men) with many of them, and 
have been with them as they put on 
those finishing touches of an outfit go- 
ing into combat, and as they took off 
in the dark of the night to go into 
battle. 

Where are men’s thoughts as the jump 
zone approaches? When the anti-aircraft 
guns begin to rumble, the bright streaks 
of tracers pierce skyward and the flak 
begins to explode, and the orders are 
given, “Stand up and hook up,” and 
maybe one sees a hole in the seat where 
he has just been, and then the command, 
“Go!” For him the danger has just be- 
gun, for he knows not what waits below. 
Several incidents from our experience 
may bring us close to the answer of our 
question. 

Most of us live in a carefree, easy 
manner. Our innermost thoughts are 
seldom exposed to those round about 
us. It takes unusual conditions, such as 
those brought out in warfare, before 
one can see what goes on deep within a 
man’s thoughts; times when men are 
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preparing to attack, or are being pinned 
down by artillery and machine gun fire, 
cr are leaving the door of our big trans- 
ports with glaring tracers slicing the 
air all about them,.and in the latter 
case, as they crawl out of the harness, 
notice scores of holes in their chute, 
ani yet they are unscathed. 

I recall jumping with a group of our 
men who were making their first night 
jump in training. After our chutes had 
blossomed out and carried us safely to 
the ground, one man came up and said, 
“Chaplain, you don’t know how much 
it meant to have you with us as we 
left that door into the darkness below.” 

We had a church service shortly be- 
fore we packed and took off for our last 
mission. The commanding officer had 
just spoken to the men about the job 
ahead. During the service that followed, 
I made the statement that we had 
enough, and rightly so, to fear our 
enemy, without also fearing our God. 
At the close of the service many men 
acknowledged taking Christ as their 
personal Saviour. 

Sometime later, a paratrooper came up 
and said, “Chaplain, I do have fear of 
our enemy, which is natural I’m sure, 
but I have a greater fear of meeting 
my God if something should happen to 
me in the conflict ahead.” I turned to 
such verses in the Bible as John 3:16: 
“For God so loved the world, that he 
gave his only begotten Son, that who- 
soever believeth in him should not 
perish, but have everlasting life.” After 
going through several, Scriptures, and 
after kneeling in prayer beside.the cactus 
plants which were all about, the soldier 
said, “It’s different now,” and went on 
his way. I met this young man again 
after the invasion had taken place, and 
these were his words, “Chaplain, I know 
my God and all fear has gone away.” 

One evening as dusk was beginning 
to bring long shadows across the African 
desert, a platoon leader, a lieutenant of 
our unit, and I were sitting on a hump 
of dirt and talking about various sub- 
jects, when he turned to me and made 
this statement, “You know, Chaplain, 
you’ve got something I haven’t got. God 
is real to you and you can get ahold 
of Him.” I told him how a few years 
before I had no time for Christian 
things and scorned the people who at- 
tended Sunday worship. But one day I 
met the Master face to face, and if he 
would humble himself and ask God for 
forgiveness of sin and believe in Jesus 
Christ as his own personal Saviour, 
God would be real to Him. I asked him 
to test God out before he went to his 
bunk that night, and a day later he 
came up and with two fingers together, 
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said, “The Boss and I are just like that.” 

One sergeant who came to me in 
Sicily said, “Sir, you know I never at- 
tended church back in the States, but 
when I get back my name will be on the 
roll and I'll always be in attendance 
unless it is impossible, for over here 
God has meant something to me.” Many 
men have been in attendance at services 
in the field that had no interest in 
Christianity before, and I believe it 
will be heartening to the pastors in the 
nomeland to see many soldiers come 
pack who have had a deep Christian 
experience and who will become a part 
of the church organization in their 
community. 

I realize full well that many men 
behold Christianity in a highly prag- 
matic sense; when the going gets rough 
they call, “Lord! Lord!” and when the 
road again becomes easy, the Lord is 
forgotten. One paratrooper was asked 
what he did when he left the door of 
the plane. He replied, “I started to pray.” 
‘And then what did you do when the 
chute opened?” “Stopped praying.” That 
is not Christianity—the Christianity 
that gives a trust in God and a peace 
with God. I believe the results of genuine 
Christianity is displayed in General 
Montgomery’s message to his troops on 
December 23, 1942, when he called upon 
his valiant British Eighth Army to give 
thanks to God for its victory over the 
Axis forces, then in headlong flight 
through Tripolitania toward the Tunis- 
ian border. “It is wonderful what has 
been achieved since October 23, when 
we started the battle of Egypt. Before 
the battle began I sent you a message 
saying, ‘Let us pray that the Lord Al- 
mighty will give us victory in this 
battle.’ He has done so, and I know you 
will agree with me when I say we must 
not forget to thank Him for His mercies.” 

On one occasion one of our men came 
up to me and said, “Chaplain, you have 
heard the statement, ‘There are no 
atheists in foxholes.’ Well, I’m going to 
be the living example to disprove that.” 
I talked to the man for some time, but 
it seemed to be almost an ambition with 
him to disprove the statement of so 
many others, some of whom had fought 
and bled and died on the field of 
battle. This man never lived to finish 
his first combat jump, and I have often 
wondered, when he came face to face 
with reality, if the statements he had 
made had any influence in guiding the 
last minutes of his life. 

Some of our men still have little in- 
terest in spiritual things, some take a 
passive attitude, but many have said 
with that old battle-worn general of 
God, in early biblical history, Joshua, 
“As for me and my house, we will serve 
the Lord.”

FOUR INTERPRETATIONS OF 
JOHN 3:5 

The first interpretation is that the 
word “water” refers to physical birth. 
This would mean that unless a person is 
born by natural generation, and then by 
supernatural generation through the 
Holy Spirit, he is not able to enter the 
kingdom of God. That would mean that 
regeneration by the Spirit is only made 
possible by the fact that there musi first 
be an unregenerate person to regenerate. 
But our Lord would not waste time on 
such a self-evident truth, nor put before 
Nicodemus such elementary teaching. 

The second interpretation is that water 
here represents water baptism. That 
would mean that the supernatural work 
of imparting the divine nature is accom- 
plished in part by natural means. But 
the natural is not able to effect a super- 
natural work. Again, by what rule of 
exegesis can one get baptism out of a 
text which does not use the word? Then 
again, does not the Bible teach that 
water baptism is the testimony of a per- 
son to the fact of his salvation? How can 
that which is the testimony to the fact 
at the same time be the cause of that 
fact? Water baptism follows salvation 
and therefore cannot be an agent in 
regeneration. 

The third interpretation is that water 
here is a type of the Word, and that a 
person is born of the Word and the Spir- 
it, which interpretation is a possible one 
inasmuch as water in the Old Testament 
is a type of the Word (Isa. 55:1, 10, 11), 
and also in the New Testament (Eph. 
5:26), in the latter case, in connection 
with its regenerating work (I Pet. 1:23). 
But-is it likely that our Lord would have 
used a symbol in one instance and the 
reality in the other? Would it not be 
mere likely that He would have used the 
two symbols, water and oil, or the two 
realities, the Word and the Spirit? 

The fourth interpretation arises out of 
the fact that the Greek word for “and,” 
xai_ (kai), has the meaning of “even” in 
certain contexts (see Matt. 8:27; 25:29; 
Mark 6:2; Luke 12:7; Acts 5:39; Rom. 
5:7; Heb. 11:19). The translation could 
read, “Except a man be born of water, 
even of the Spirit.” The following points 
support this interpretation. Water is a 
type of the Spirit in the Old Testament 
(Isa. 44:1-4), and being a Jewish teacher, 
Nicodemus would be expected to know 
this. Jesus seeing his spiritual blindness 
identifies the type for him. In verse 6 
our Lord, when speaking of the Spirit 
birth, does not repeat the word “water.” 
In John 4:14 our Lord uses water as a 
type of the Spirit and His activity in the 
believer. In John 7:37, 38, speaking to 
Jewish crowds at the Feast of Taber- 
nacles, Christ uses water as a symbol of 
the Spirit, but does not explain the sym- 
bol. John, for the information of his 
Gentile readers, explains the type as that 
of the Spirit.

iss Florence Gorski, of the South 
American Indian Mission, writes: 

“The other day we were honored with 
a visit from a General, a rarity in this 
section. We got all shined up for his visit. 
Mrs. George Haight prepared a nice 
meal, Mr. Haight and Mr. Ray Frazier 
got the children to clean up the grounds 
until you could hardly see a speck of 
dust. I drilled the children, with Miss 
Elizabeth Earle’s able help, in a short 
program. 

“He visited all the classes, the dormi- 
tories, inspected the sewing and draw- 
ings, and even went to see the pigs. In 
honor of the occasion Mr. Haight opened 
the bee hive so he could see the actual 
honey in the comb. Our bees are a nov- 
elty to these people who are used to 
wild bees that give very little honey— 
and honey not so sweet at that. 

“The program was short but sweet; 
singing and recitation, kazoos, rhythm 
band and mouth organs, accompanied by 
Flora on the guitar. The General was 
quite impressed, and gave us a hearty 
ovation after it was over. The children 
were all excited, and you could hardly 
blame them. 

“Our school is beginning to be recog- 
nized and appreciated by those in au- 
thority. On the one hand we seek to 
co-operate with the board of education 
in its requirements, and on the other 
hand we seek to be instant in season 
and out of season in giving the gospel to 
the pupils and to their families.” 
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WORSHIPERS OF CREEPING 
THINGS 

An excerpt from a letter by G. Swank, 
of the Sudan Interior Mission: 

“In one village we encountered sacred 
crocodiles. They live in a pool at the 
edge of town and are so tame that those 
who draw water touch them without fear 
or harm. A pagan superstition lies in 
back of this unusual situation. It is be- 
lieved that in one of these ‘crocs’ is the 
life of the village chief. Therefore if it 
were harmed or killed, the chief would 
thereby be endangered also. Once a 
hunter (a native African) came with 
intent to kill some of them, but the vil- 
lagers so quickly ganged him he dropped 
everything and ran for his life. 

“In another village a ‘dodo’ festival 
was held while we were there. In the 
early evening weird and eerie screeches 
were heard emitting from the hills. Later 
on the ‘dodo’ came into the village itself, 
where the old men and those younger 
men who had been initiated into the rites 
gathered for a great dance and a hilari- 
ous night of beer drinking. Women are 
afraid to look upon this ‘dodo’—it is only 
for the men. A young man is initiated 
into the ‘dodo club’ by passing several 
nights on a faraway hill. Here the vet- 
erans put him through certain tests and 
he is shown what it means to belong. 
When approved he returns to his village, 
and no woman or girl is allowed to speak 
to him for a month. If any should have 
the temerity to do so, they are beaten 
severely. ‘Dodo’ worship is always con- 
nected with a deceased ancestor and beer 


drinking. The ceremonies are supposed 
to help the deceased on to a happier fu- 
ture life. It is the result of generations 
of paganism where there isn’t even one 
ray of light. Pray that the god of this 
world—Satan—may be defeated and 
their blindness turned into sight.” 





THE REAL THING 

The Soldier and Gospel Mission, work- 
ing in Chile, sends out many heart- 
warming reports, such as the following 
from Mr. and Mrs. Benjamin D. Estill, 
located at Lican: 

“At my first service at Licdn, a man 
who had been a terrible drunkard and 
who had attended the services here un- 
der Miss Brenda Yates’ ministry, stepped 
out for the Master, and from then on 
his life has been completely changed. 
Since then, his wife, a son, two daughters 
and his son-in-law have followed him. 
It was the Salinas family who proudly 
looked after the tent when it was at Li- 
can. Don Manuel has now been for a 
long time a ‘traveling salesman,’ peddling 
glassware, etc., from door to door in 
many rural districts never touched by 
missionary or colporteur.

One day don Alejandro came to Tam-. 
azunchale on business and there learned 
of a foreign doctor who had recently 
arrived. Not feeling well himself, he de- 
cided to consult this lady doctor. He en- 
tered our dispensary with fear and 
trembling. When we spoke to him of our 
Saviour, he would have none of our 
message, nor accept the tracts which we 
offered him. Months passed, and then 
at regular intervals, don Alejandro came 
to buy medicines. Little by little, this 
wonderful truth began to work its way 
into his heart and to grip his soul with 
hooks of steel. Two years later, he and 
his whole family were received into the 
church. 

Severe persecution now began for him. 
His little patch of corn, which he had 
with great hardship cultivated, was 
burned to the ground. His hogs were 
killed. When one of his children died, 
he was refused permission to bury him 
in the village graveyard. Then his 
fanatical neighbors decided upon even 
sterner methods. On some false charge 
of not obeying the laws of the village, 
they came one dark night about midnight 
to don Alejandro’s hut, tied his hands 
with a rope and took him to the village 
jail. The next morning he was taken 
by his accusers before the judge of the 
village to be tried. In his own words, 
“As I waited for them to begin the trial, 
I looked at my hands tied with a rope; 
I seemed to see the hands of Him who 
was pierced for me, and a great joy filled 
my soul. I told them as best I could why 
I had ceased to be a witch doctor and 
why I had given up the religion of my 
forefathers to become a despised Pro- 
testant. Finally, the judge said, ‘Let him 
go, for we want no more of this talk.’” 

Six years have now passed since that 
memorable day, and the faithful testi- 
mony of don Alejandro continues to ‘be 
used of God. In his little hut every week, 
evangelical services are held. Some of 
his former enemies have been won for 
Christ, for his life is a glorious testimony 
of God’s grace. Last. year, when the corn 
crop failed in his village because of lack 
of rain, don Alejandro had corn, to spare.

ten cleansed?” Of course they were, 
every last one of them. “But where are 
the nine?” Note the proportion—one in 
ten! Is it possible that only one in ten 
is grateful enough for what has been 
done for him to show his appreciation 
by returning and giving thanks to Him 
who had done so much to restore him 
to the enjoyment of life and happiness? 
None “save this stranger” deems it neces- 
sary to make any show of gratitude for 
the great blessing received. What a pity! 

But has our own generation improved 
on that? Do not many of us take too 
much for granted and receive His benefits 
and blessings as a matter of course, 
seldom or never pausing to give Him 
thanks for what He has done and is do- 
ing for us? And to think that we so in- 
frequently express our gratitude. Are you 
among the nine who turn not back to 
give Him thanks? Have you never read 
Judges 10:10-15? Why not read it in 
this connection? 

“Where are the nine?” I know not 
where they are in your part of the coun- 
try, but I know where they are not in 
mine. I know they are not in the prayer 
meeting, nor in the church service on 
Sunday! Some of them are perhaps 
riding around in automobiles on pleasure 
trips even on Sunday, despite the ration- 
ing of tires and gasoline. Many of them 
are out on the golf course enduring a 
hot midday sun and thinking that is 
sport. Some of them are off on fishing 
trips over the weekend. Some are spend- 
ing Sunday mornings at home in disha- 
bille poring over the week-end news a 
the “funnies”; others are mending fences, 
painting their house, or cultivating vic- 
tory gardens. 

“And they all with one consent began 
to make excuse.” How little it takes for 
an excuse these days! I would not ex- 
actly recommend a bombing by the Axis 
to awaken these people to a sense of their 
responsibility to their homes, their fam- 
ilies, and their country; but I do not 
know what is going to arouse them. 
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A FINAL LESSON IS DRAWN from 
the last verse of our text: “And he said 
unto him, Arise,” for he had fallen on 
his face at the Master’s feet. “Go thy 
way: thy faith hath made thee whole.” 
This man certainly received something 
greater than any of the others did that 
day. “Thy faith hath made thee whole” 
suggests that this man received some- 
thing infinitely greater than merely the 
cleansing of his body from that dread- 
ful disease of leprosy. 

We recall the Master’s words to an 
afflicted woman when He said, “Daughter, 
be of good comfort: thy. faith hath made 
thee whole [same word]; go in peace” 
(Luke 8:48). This woman received some- 
thing more than the mere healing of her 
physical body from a dread malady. She 
received “good comfort” plus “the peace 
of God that passeth all understanding,” 
something that every truly repentant sin- 
ner receives when he comes to the 
Saviour in real faith, as she did that day. 
And this poor Samaritan leper did not

receive less when he “turned back, and 
with a loud voice glorified God.” 

The second blessing was infinitely 
greater than the first. Returning to give 
thanks for his first, he received his sec- 
ond. His soul and his spirit were cleansed 
from the leprosy of sin. As Peter said, 
“Lord, not my feet only, but also my 
hands and my head” (John 13:9), so 
this man might have said, “Lord, not 
my body only, but also my soul and my 
spirit.” 

Concluding, we are reminded of Paul’s 
prayer for the Thessalonians: “And the 
very God of peace sanctify you wholly; 
and I pray God your whole spirit and 
soul and body be preserved blameless 
unto the coming of our Lord Jesus Christ. 
Faithful is he that calleth you, who also 
will do it” (I Thess. 5:23, 24). i 

Is it possible that nine-tenths of the 
nominal Christians of the world today 
know no more about that inner cleansing 
of the soul and the spirit than did the 
nine ingrates of our text know of the 
work of the Spirit of God in the inner 
life of that poor Samaritan the day 
Jesus passed through their village? 

Friend, if the Lord has done great 
things for you, why don’t you show your 
gratitude to Him by doing those things 
you know He would have you do? Come, 
let us fall on our faces at the Master’s 
feet, giving thanks “unto him that hath 
loved us, and washed [loosed] us from 
our sins in his own blood” (Rev. 1:5).

A WOODEN CHRISTIAN

A BIBLE CLASS AT WORK 

The intelligent co-operation of two 
Myerstown, Pa., organizations has re- 
sulted in the establishment of facilities 
for better community living which have 
profoundly contributed to the common 
welfare. The X Club was organized to 
provide opportunity for interchange of 
opinion on the part of its members, rep- 
resenting a wide range of the occupa- 
tions and professions, including both 
white collar and laboring classes. To en- 
large the possibilities, arrangements were 
made for joint meetings with the adult 
Bible class of the Evangelical and Re- 
formed Church. In addition, delegates 
were invited from other churches, public 
schools, American Legion, Civic Club, 
Women’s Club, etc. 

How to improve conditions in the town 
grew to be a controversial subject! Pub- 
licity in the press kept the entire popu- 
lace informed of recommendations that 
were being made. Some of the construc- 
tive accomplishments to which these dis- 
cussions led are general improvements in 
public utility services; classes for the 
Americanization and naturalization of 
the isolated and half-defiant foreign ele- 
ment; establishment of a playground 
and library; founding of a mental health 
clinic, and family welfare association. 
Patients in the state hospitals for the 
mentally ill are furnished with discarded 
magazines, while correspondents from the 
churches have been found for those pa- 
tients who no longer have friends or rela- 
tives in the outside world who are inter- 
ested in their recovery. Surely these 
correspondents are performing a practical 
Christian service. 

It almost goes without saying that the 
co-operation of this particular church 
school class with the X Club has widened 
the horizons of its members and enriched 
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their appreciation of the implications of 
the gospel they study from Sunday to 
Sunday. The wonder is that many classes 
can go on studying the Bible without 
ever feeling any impulse to direct the 
power of the gospel into the areas of 
crying need in their own communities.— 
The Messenger, of the Evangelical and 
Reformed Church. 
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INDICTMENT OF PROFANITY 

A Chinese proverb reads, “He who 
strikes first acknowledges that he has run 
out of ideas,” which reminds us of the 
comment that he who resorts to swearing 
and habitual profanity demonstrates that 
he has a limited vocabulary. We can 
well foresee that in time of war, with its 
accompanying strain on people’s nerves, it 
may be more difficult to preserve and 
promote decency of speech. Scarcely any- 
body defends swearing as a gentlemanly 
practice or a good habit. It is usually the 
reflection of a bad mood, lack of refine- 
ment, of poor unbringing, lack of rever- 
ence for sacred things, or of a weak con- 
tormity to an unfavorable environment. 
Too often it is the uncovering of the 
moral cesspool within the soul of the 
person. 

A Christian businessman of Pittsburgh 
once had a business card on the reverse 
side of which was the following: “The 
man who swears does all these things at 
once: 1. He breaks the third of the Ten 
Commandments. 2. He violates the law 
of the land. 3. He transgresses the rules 
of good manners. 4. He outrages decency. 
5. He insults good people, 6. He profanes 
sacred things. 7. He does what in his 
better moments he is ashamed of. 8..He 
does what he will one day regret, for God 
will not hold him guiltless who taketh 
the name of the Lord in vain.”—Watch- 
man-Examiner.

with the result that Mr. McGranahan 
took up the work of Mr. Bliss. These two 
men made several trips to Great Britain 
and traveled widely in this country. They 
labored together until 1890, when Mr. 

Fol- 
lowing Mr. McGranahan, George C. 
Stebbins was Major Whittle’s musical 

associate. 

Commenting upon his hymn writing 
(he wrote more than two hundred), Mr. 
Moody said, “I think Major Whittle has 
written some of the best hymns of this 
century.” He never wrote any meaning- 
less jingle of words, and contended that 
every hymn should be founded upon 
God’s Word. He strongly believed in 
dignity and lyrical construction for each 
of his hymns, no rules of meter were 
disregarded, and his admiration for the 
stately hymns of the Church was the 
standard he always sought to follow. He 
is reported to have said, “I hope I never 
write a hymn that does not contain a 
message.” 

Major Whittle had an _ attractive 
personality and a pleasing voice. He 
was of the quiet, earnest, and deeply 
spiritual type of worker. What impressed 
me most was his sympathetic knowledge 
of the Bible and his ability clearly and 
lucidly to impart that knowledge to the 
understanding and appreciation of any 
average congregation. Simple, direct, 
plain, yet deeply spiritual, he spoke at 
least to me, as did one of the prophets 
of old. 

This quiet earnestness is shown by 
the published account of the definite sur- 
render of his heart and life to God. 
It was midnight, while he was acting 
as night watchman in the bank. “I 
went into the vault, and in the dead 
silence of that quietest of places I gave 
my life to my heavenly Father to use as 
He would.” \ 

Because of declining health he was 
confined to his home in Northfield, Mass., 
for the last few years of his life. Probably 
the last hymn or poem he wrote—it is 
too long and has never been set to music 
—was suggested to him during a sleep- 
less night of pain by the sound of the 
musical chiming of a small clock which 
made him think of the Old Testament 
high priest, of whose approach one was 
warned by the tinkling of bells about his 
feet. The limits of space prevents a full 
quotation, but we give the first and last 
verses: 

Swift with melodious feet 

The midnight hours pass by; 

With each passing bell so sweet, 

I think, “My Lord draws nigh.” 

So sing my soul in praise, 

As bells chime o’er and o’er, 

The coming of the Lord draws near, 
When time shail be no more. 

Major Whittle ardently looked for and 
preached the Lord’s second coming, but 
the Master took him to Himself and out 
of his pain on March 4, 1901, from his 
home at Northfield. All who ever knew 
or heard Major Whittle will join in 
saying, “Blessed are the dead which die 
in the Lord” (Rev. 14:13).

I thank God for my disappointments, 
because I see now that they were His 
appointments. 


‘Lem ARE THE TWO OTHER 
METHODS by which you can find rest in 
your soul. The one is by faith. “We which 
have believed do enter into rest” (Heb. 
4:3). 

The point there is that faith has two 
hands. With one hand faith is always 
handing over, and with the other she is 
always reaching down; the up and the 
down life. The angels went up on the 
ladder carrying Jacob’s worries, and they 
came down the ladder bringing God’s 
help. Be sure to have the two directions 
in your life. Send them up, and let them 
come down. 

And then, lastly, reckon on God’s faith- 
fulness. 

I remember so well Hudson Taylor 
coming to my church the first time I 
ever met him. He stepped on the plat- 
form and opened the Bible to give an 
address, and said, “Friends, I will give 
you the motto of my life.” He turned 
to Mark 11:22, “Have faith in God.” 
The margin says, “Have the faith of 
God,” but Hudson Taylor said it meant. 
“Reckon my God’s faith to you.” He 
continued: “All my life has been so 
fickle. Sometimes I could trust, some- 
times I could not, but when I could not 
trust then I reckoned that God would 
be faithful.” 

There is a text that says, “If we be- 


‘lieve not, yet he abideth faithful: he 


cannot deny himself’ (I Tim. 2:13). 
And I sometimes go to God about a thing, 
and say, “My God, I really cannot trust 
Thee about this. I cannot trust Thee to 
pull me through this expenditure of 
money with my means, but I reckon on 
Thy faithfulness.” And when you cease 
to think about your faith, and, like 
Sarah, reckon Him faithful, your faith 
comes without your knowing it, and you 
are strong.

(x00 IS FAITHFUL, by whom ye 
were called unto the fellowship of his 
Son Jesus Christ our Lord” (I Cor. 
1:9). 


Fellowship! The same Greek word 
occurs in Luke 5. When Jesus was in 
Peter’s boat on the lake, and the net 
was breaking with the big haul of fish, 
then Peter beckoned to his partner. So 
we might ‘read the text thus: “God is 
faithful, by whom ye were called into 
partnership with His Son.” Wonderful 
conception, that Jesus Christ came to 
share my guilt and sorrow, that I might 
be lifted into partnership with Him for- 
ever! 

You and I and every Christian worker 
have been called to rest and work in 
Christ. Behind you is your faithful God, 
and He cannot fail. If you will take the 
yoke of Christ, if you will hand things 
over to Christ, and if you will count upon 
God at your side, I do not mind what 
happens—your heart will be at rest.

ABEL’S OFFERING

Question: Was Abel’s offering cho- 
sen because of the shedding of blood of 
a sacrifice or because of his faith? 


Answer: The great central fact of 
the Scriptures, both Old and New Testa- 
ments, is the need ef a substitutionary 
atoning sacrifice for sin. It is significant 
that after sin’s first appearance this in- 
stitution was at once established as the 
only means of salvation, in type of course 
in the Old Testament by means of animal 
sacrifice, and gloriously fulfilled in the 
New Testament in the person of the Lord 
Jesus Christ. The story of Cain and 
Abel is intended to teach not what man’s 
best can do, but what God’s best will do. 
Man’s best is utterly worthless for salva- 
tion. Abel had faith in God’s way. Cain 
is the progenitor of all those who refuse 
to acknowledge themselves as sinners un- 
der the just condemnation of God, but 
believe their own works and righteousness 
(if any) to be sufficient.

CHRIST AND ANTICHRIST

Question: Is John 5:42 a prediction 
of the Antichrist? 


Answer: This verse is not necessarily 
a prediction of a specific antichrist, al- 
though it is true that the Jews both re- 
jected the Lord Jesus, who came in His 
Father’s name, and will yet receive the 
Antichrist who will come in his own 
name. Included in this verse are all those 
false messiahs whom the Jews have re- 
ceived since that day, and of which there 
have been a considerable number. It is 
a general prediction, based partly on their 
attitude toward Him then and partly on 
their past history. They had always re- 
jected the prophets of the Lord who came 
in His name (Acts 7:52), and had wel- 
comed the false prophets and lent their 
ears to deceits and falsehood (Isa. 30:10).

MIRIAM AND AARON

Question: Why is it that Miriam 
alone was smitten with leprosy and not 
Aaron also, in their speaking against 
Moses, as recorded in Numbers 12? 


Answer: From the position of the 
names in Numbers 12:1, where Miriam’s 
name appears first, it is quite likely that 
Miriam took the initiative in this matter. 
In verses 4 and-5 Aaron’s name is men- 
tioned first. It must be remembered also 
that Miriam was the eldest of the three. 
She was a strong character and must 
have exercised considerable influence. It 
is possible also that God in His wonder- 
ful kindness desired to spare Aaron be- 
fore the people because of his high office 
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and holy calling as high priest. The 
drastic nature of the punishment was 
no doubt warranted because of the critical 
stage of Israel’s history and training, 
when the lessons of strict obedience and 
discipline had to be deeply impressed 
upon them.

THE MOLTEN “SEA” 
P.W.S., Pasadena, Calif. 

Question: How can we reconcile the 
statement of I Kings 7:23-26 that the 
molten sea “contained two thousand 
baths” with II Chronicles 4:2-5 that “it 
received and held three thousand baths”? 


Answer: There are several explana- 
tions of this apparent discrepancy, one 
of them being concerned with the ques- 
tion of textual criticism. The most likely 
and satisfactory explanation, however, is 
to be found in the difference of the word- 
ing or the addition of one extra word 
in the Hebrew text of II Chronicles. 
Thus in the book of Kings the words 
could be rendered, “It would contain 
[was used to containing] two thousand 
baths,” while in Chronicles a more literal 
rendering would be, “Containing three 
thousand baths it was able to hold them.” 
The book of Chronicles mentions its 
capacity, while the book of Kings states 
what it was accustomed to holding.

CHRIST’S PURPLE ROBE 
C.M.H., Rawson, Ohio. 

Question: Will you please explain 
why John 19:5 says the robe put upon 
Jesus was purple, while in Matthew 27:28 
it is said to be scarlet? 


Answer: It is the opinion of many 
that among the ancients there were 
various shades of purple and scarlet, and 
that it was not always easy to distinguish 
the tints. This is confirmed by the his- 
torian Gibbons in his Decline and Fall 
of the Roman Empire, where he states 
that a deep, dark red was the Tyrian 
dye which stained the purple of the 
ancients. But however this may explain 
the difference, the veracity of the Scrip- 
tures is not at all affected, for in any 
case the garment described by Matthew, a 
short, red, military coat worn by military 
Officers and dignitaries, was also worn 
in finer texture and greater length by 
kings and emperors. By using the word 
purple, the royal color, Mark and John 
no doubt emphasize the soldiers’ mockery 
of Christ’s kingship in thus clothing 
Him. The word purple, therefore, is also 
of ironic import.

THORN IN THE FLESH

Question: What is meant by the 


“thorn in the flesh” given to the apostle 
Paul (II Cor. 12:7)? 


Answer: The apostle had received 
a revelation so wonderful and unique 
that the “thorn,” or “stake in the flesh,” 
was given to prevent his becoming unduly 
proud and self-exalted above his fellows. 
The exact nature of that thorn in the 
flesh is known to no one with certainty. 
That it was physical is quite clear, and 
also that it was painful and humiliating. 
But though its purpose was to prevent 
overweening spiritual pride in Paul, it 
was also intended to teach him, and 
others who may be so afflicted, the lesson 
of God’s great sympathy, who Himself in 
Christ had suffered, and of His abiding 
love and power. God’s grace is more 
largely manifested in those who suffer, 
and His strength can accomplish more in 
those who realize their own need and 
weakness, and therefore constantly de- 
pend on Him.

THE KINGDOMS OF DANIEL 
R.A., Eola, Til. 


Question: Is it true that the beasts 
mentioned in Daniel 7, representing four 
great kingdoms, are yet to arise in the 
future rather than having existed in the 
past? 

Answer: The beasts of Daniel 7 have 
always been considered as identical with 
the kingdoms of Daniel 2. These visions 
are different aspects of the same truths. 
In the second chapter the heathen world 
is in view. In the seventh chapter, Dan- 
iel sees the same events from the point 
of view of, and in regard to, his own 
people. Since the first kingdom of chap- 
ter 2 is no doubt Babylon, then the first 
beast of chapter 7 is also Babylon, even 
though that empire had almost run its 
course, for with regard to the Jews the 
times of Gentile domination began with 
Babylon. A comparison of 2:39 and 5:28 
makes it clear that the second empire 
is the Medo-Persian. A comparison of 
2:39 and 8:20, 21 identifies the third em- 
pire as the Grecian, while there is 2bun- 
dant evidence both from the Scriptures 
and secular history that the fourth em- 
pire could have been none other than 
Rome. With regard to the future, it can 
only be that this latter empire, or one 
similar to it in characteristics and power, 
will dominate the world. There is no 
reason to think that the first beast of 
chapter 7,.the lion-like kingdom, cannot 
refer to Nebuchadnezzar or the Babylo- 
nian empire. It is he who is referred to 
in Jeremiah 4:7 as a lion.

FEASTS OF THE JEWS 


R.N.L., Chicago, Iil. 
Question: Do the Jews still observe 
the fast and feasts of Leviticus 23? How 
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is the time for their observance reckoned, 
and what significance have they? 


Answer: The Jews still observe in 
special rites the Passover, the Feast of 
Tabernacles, and the Day of Atonement. 
There is no longer any waving of the 
sheaf of the first fruits. This would 
scarcely be possible or feasible outside of 
Palestine. The Passover and the Feast of 
Unleavened Bread are merged into one 
festival. With regard to the date of ob- 
servance, Pentecost depends on the Pass- 
over, coming fifty days after the first 
day of the Passover. The Jewish festivals 
and months have fixed dates according to 
the Jewish calendar. The Jewish year 
is a lunar year of 354 days and the 
months are of 29 and 30 days. Each cycle 
of 19 years contains 7 leap years, and 
each leap year consists of an extra month, 
the twelfth (roughly, our March) being 
doubled. The New Year, according to 
the Jews, celebrates the creation of the 
world. It is also called the Feast of 
Trumpets and is further known as the 
Day of Judgment when God will judge 
the world. Jews believe He does this 
now, each year. From a Christian and 
dispensational point of view, the New 
Year may be regarded, especially as the 
Feast of Trumpets, as the time of a 
national regathering to their land. Fol- 
lowed by the Day of Atonement, ten 
days later, it is typical of a great national 
repentance and mourning (Zech. 12:10— 
13:1). The Feast of Tabernacles, five 
days after, is a time of harvest and re- 
gathering, typical of their final restora- 
tion to God and His service.

DIETARY LAWS OF THE BIBLE 
Mrs. C.J.R., Oakley, Il. 


Question: Are the dietary regulations 
for the children of Israel to be regarded 
as sanitary? How is one animal different 
from another in this respect? 


Answer: -The book of Leviticus, after 
stating the only basis of approach to God 
—that is, by the sacrifice of a substitute 
for sin—lays down the laws of life which 
were to govern the people of God. Purity 
and cleanliness are to characterize God’s 
people. Salvation must be accompanied 
by sanctification of life. In their spiritual 
infancy, the children of Israel were 
taught purity and cleanliness of life 
chiefly through symbols of the senses. No 
symbol could be of greater value in this 
respect than one which so thoroughly 
entered into daily life than the food they 
ate to sustain life. Thus they had con- 
stantly before them the law of the clean 
and unclean, not only in relation to food, 
but in relation to the moral and spiritual. 
While these laws helped them to be a 
people separated to God, and the original 
distinction as between clean and unclean 
animals was in regard to fitness for 


sacrifice, there can be no doubt that they 


were of hygienic value also. As to the 
basis of distinction between the clean and 
unclean animals, there is something of a 
universal law which distinguishes them 
much after the law laid down in Levit- 
icus, the unclean being generally repul- 
sive, beast and birds of prey, and subject 
to parasites.

Sunday School Lessons 


November 14 
THE SANCTITY OF THE HOME 
Exodus 20:14; Matthew 5:27-30; Mar 
10:2-12 - 
Golden Text: Blessed are the 
pure in heart: for they shall see 
God.—Matthew 5:8. 


S THE divinely appointed center of 

man’s life, the home holds a place 

of such importance that it is the special 

target of Satan’s offensive. That has al- 

ways been true, but it seems that in re- 

cent years the onslaught against the 
home has been intensified. 

Books, plays, movies, magazines, all 
contribute their filthy efforts to break 
down all sense of moral responsibility. 
Sex is magnified, and not in any useful 
or normal sense, but rather for the stim- 
ulating of unholy desires and purposes, 
the breaking down of Christian stand- 
ards of living, and the ultimate prostitu- 
tion of the most sacred of all human re- 
lationships to the lowest level of which 
animals might well be ashamed. 

All this means that this lesson should 
be taught with a holy boldness and 
plainness which will make it effective 
for God in our homes. 

We do not like to talk about adultery 
and related sins. We must speak with 
care and tact, but perhaps the time has 
come for some straightforward dealing 
with an unpleasant situation. 


I. Protect the Purity of the Home 
(Exod. 20:14; Matt. 5:27-30). 

Any violation of the divine plan for 
the marriage of one man and one woman, 
in loving communion for the founding 
and maintenance of the home, is a di- 
rect violation of the law of God. 

It is also a violation of the law of man. 
It brings serious results in the destruc- 
tion of the home, and in the ruin of in- 
dividual life—physical, moral, and spir- 
itual. 

The words of Jesus broaden the inter- 
pretation of the commandment to cover 
all sexual impurity in thought, word, or 
deed. While we recognize that the out- 
ward act of immorality carries with it 
consequences both in the life of the in- 
dividual and those with and against 
whom he sins, which do not follow upon 
the thought of evil without the act, yet 
it is true that essentially he is guilty who 
had it in his heart to do the wicked thing 
even though a sense of prudence or cir- 
cumstances hindered its execution. We 
need clean hearts and minds if there are 
to be clean lives. 

We are to be firm and definite in our 
dealing with this temptation to moral 
uncleanness even though it be as pain- 
ful as tearing out an eye or losing a hand. 
The command here is not necessarily to

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be interpreted literally. Tearing out an 
eye will not help if there is lust in the 
heart. The point is, go to the root of the 
matter, and get rid of it even if it hurts. 
Most of us are far too easy on our sinful 
impulses. We dally with them when we 
should destroy them. 


II. Recognize Marriage as a Divine 
Institution (Mark 10:2-8). 

The Pharisees, who had devised some 
ingenious schemes for getting rid of an 
undesired wife, wanted to get Jesus in- 
volved in the question. They put him up 
against Moses who had allowed divorce. 

Jesus made it clear that this was not 
in accord with God’s plan and only took 
place because of their sinful hardheart- 
edness. 

As a proper background for the dis- 
cussion of divorce He set up the divine 
origin of marriage. He made it clear that 
marriage was ordained by God, and that 
it ‘involves a holy union of two indivi- 
duals which makes them one. 

All those who look forward to marriage 
should realize that it is not a casual 
thing, or a merely temporary legal con- 
tract. It is a union for life—be it for bet- 
ter or worse, in sickness or health, in 
prosperity or adversity. All who are mar- 
ried should highly regard their sacred 
vows. 

The high place of marriage in Chris- 
tian teaching dignifies that relationship 
and denies the misleading and destruc- 
tive theories of men. Let no Christian 
man or woman yield an iota on this im- 
portant point—marriage was and is or- 
dained of God. 


III. Follow God’s Law on Divorce 
(Mark 10:9-12). 

Failure to observe God’s law in these 
matters may involve a person in the 
guilt of gross sin. This passage and oth- 
ers teach that divorce is to be permitted 
on the one ground of adultery (Matt. 
5:32). 

Divorce and remarriage other than on 
grounds permitted by God involves the 
parties in the sin of adultery. Men may 
make laws based on the civil contract of 
marriage which provide differently, but 
man cannot remove marriage from its 
place as a divine institution, nor can he 
add to or take away from God’s law con- 
cerning it. 

Aware, as we are, of the laxness of 
some branches of the church in, such 
matters, and the almost entire lack of 
standards in the world, we cannot but 
present the plain teachings of our Lord 
and urge every reader to follow the com- 
mandment of God’s Word. 

There can be no question that divorce 
is a major evil in our day. Statistics are 
positively shocking, but they are cold and 
quickly forgotten. But who can fail to 
see, and who can forget, the awful woe 
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brought into American home life by di- 
vorce. 

Bad as it is, the awful effect on parents 
is nothing compared to the nervous, mor- 
al and spiritual shock which comes to 
children in broken homes. And that 
problem is everywhere. 

In apparently good homes in our best 
neighborhoods one finds families where 
the children bear one name and their 
mothers another, or there are two “sets” 
of children in one family with different 
surnames because of divorce and re- 
marriage. In some cases fathers of chil- 
dren come to see their offspring at the 
home of their former wife and her second 
husband. 

What utter confusion such situations 
must create in the minds and hearts of 
the boys and girls! 

Let us determine, by the grace and 
help of God, to get this lesson across to 
our young men and women before the 
enemy of their souls can lead them 
astray. 





November 21 
HONESTY IN ALL THINGS 
Exodus 20:15; Leviticus 19:11, 
Luke 19:1-10, 45, 46 
Golden Text: Thou shalt not 
steal—Exodus 20:15. 


ONESTY seems to be so obviously 

right that one might expect it al- 
ways and everywhere—if bitter experi- 
ence had not indicated the opposite to 
be true. 

As a matter of fact, dishonesty has be- 
come sO common that a person who is 
strictly honest is a bit of a novelty. Some 
even think he is peculiar. Try reporting 
an undercharge (everyone complains 
about an overcharge) or returning excess 
change, and you will see how unexpected 
honesty really is today. 

Under such circumstances the Chris- 
tian needs to be vigilant lest he also ac- 
commodate his own ideas of honesty and 
begin to justify little evasions rather 
than being absolutely upright. 

The teaching of Scripture on this mat- 
ter is very plain and understandable. 
Our lesson touches on three phases of 
honest living. 


13; 


I. Honesty and Fair Dealing (Exod. 
20:15; Lev. 19:11, 13). 

The very commandment against steal- 
ing implies that men have a right to that 
which they have made, earned, or saved. 
If no one had property rights there could 
be no stealing. Some of our modern isms 
deny such rights, but their reasoning is 
clearly not biblical or Christian. 

“Thou shalt not steal” forbids every 
kind of theft, and the passages from 
Leviticus indicate that this includes more 
than robbery or ordinary stealing. 

It relates to every kind of false dealing 
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with another, such as oppression or the 
withholding of just wages. That, too, is 
stealing in God’s sight. 

Perhaps we ought to be more specific 
and apply the truth to our own day. 
Stealing includes such things as loafing 
on one’s job, “borrowing” money from the 
cash drawer, taking goods from the stock 
with which one is working, stealing an- 
other man’s sermon and preaching it as 
one’s own, “lifting” material out of an- 
other man’s book without credit, con- 
tracting debts which one can never pay, 
using false weights and measures, adul- 
terating food or other material, “water- 
ing” milk for sale, selling worthless stock, 
dodging taxes or lying to the tax assessor, 
yr using a slug instead of a nickel in the 
telephone to escape proper payment. 

One might add gambling (which is 
taking another man’s property by skill or 
py chance), making an unduly large 
profit on the labor of another, making 
money out of the sorrows and failures of 
others, etc. To be honest means to be 
fair—and that has broad implications. 


II. Honesty and Restoration (Luke 
19:1-10). 

The reality and thoroughness of 
Zacchaeus’ conversion was indicated by 
his willingness to restore all the money 
he had unjustly (but legally, note that!) 
taken from his fellow citizens—and that 
in fourfold measure. 

Insofar as it is possible to do so, the 
honest person will make right any known 
injustice. To be right with God must 
mean that we are to be right with men. 
The testimony of many Christians could 
be presented to show that they have only 
entered upon real peace and usefulness 
as they have made consistent effort to 
right every wrong, to pay every debt. 

Often such actions open opportunities 
for Christian testimony and point others 
to the redemption in Christ, which makes 
a man live right as well as talk right. 


III. Honesty and Religion (Luke 
19:45, 46). 

One might think it unnecessary to urge 
honesty upon religious folk. They ought 
to be honest. But here we see in sharp 
contrast to the quick honesty and resti- 
tution of Zacchaeus, the stubborn dis- 
obedience and dishonesty of the priests 
in the temple. Jesus had already cleansed 
the temple of the traffic in money-chang- 
ing and the sale of animals for sacrifice 
practiced there (see John 2:13-17). On 
that occasion He rebuked them because 
they made His Father’s house “a house 
of merchandise.” 

Had they known the change of heart 
of a converted Zacchaeus they would 
have heeded His admonition. But they 
did not believe in Christ and went on 
with their ungodly desecration of the 
temple area until it became “a den of 
thieves” (v. 46). 

What happened so long ago needs ap- 
plication to our present day. So apt is 
the quotation from the Lesson Commen- 
tary which we have used before that we 
repeat it now. 

Speaking of “the goings on in our own 
churches” the writer says, “Is a church 
honest when it assumes obligations that 
it cannot meet, and is then forced to use 
all sorts of questionable means to raise

Is 
a church honest when it turns a building 
consecrated to the worship of God into a 
restaurant or a theater, regardless of 
whether it is done to make money for the 
church or to attract people who are more 
interested in eating and drinking or 
playing than in the preaching of the 
Word and the worship of God? Is a 
church honest that turns its pulpit into a 
lecture platform for the discussion of 
current events or the review of popular 
books or plays while the world is destroy- 
ing itself because it does not know the 
time of its visitation? The answer... 
is that the church is dishonest that per- 
mits any such things, because it robs 
God of the honor and glory due to Him, 
and it robs people of their chance of sal- 
vation by giving them stones when they 
need the bread of life.” 

Christians in every denomination will 
do well to read those words again, ponder 
over them, pray about them, and then (if 
our own church is described by them) do 
something about it! 





November 28 
TRUTHFULNESS AT ALL TIMES 
Exodus 20:16; 23:1, 7; Matthew 5:33- 
37; John 8:42-45 

Golden Text: Wherefore putting 
away lying, speak every man truth 
with his neighbor: for we are 
members one of another.—Ephe- 

sians 4:25. 


OD hates all kinds of dishonesty—a 
& fact which is emphasized by the ad- 
ditional commandment regarding truth- 
fulness which is before us in this lesson. 

God is truth, that is, the very essence 
of His nature is truth. In Him is no 
darkness at all (I John 1:5). Lying or 
false witness therefore reveals a char- 
acter opposite to God. Hence we are not 
surprised to find in our lessons that Sa- 
tan is a liar and the father of lies, and 
that liars are his children. 


I. The Nature of a Lie (Exod. 20:16; 
23:1, 7). 

The commandment against false wit- 
néss brings before us one form of lying 
—for it has to do with perjury, that is, 
the telling of an untruth in court. 

This is one of the worst forms of lying, 
because it may result in the one against 
whom it is practiced losing his liberty, 
his life or his property. It may mean the 
destruction of his good reputation. 

The witness in court swears to tell “the 
truth, the whole truth, and nothing but 
the truth, so help me God.” To violate 
that solemn oath is a very serious matter. 

It is obvious, however, that the com- 
mandment covers all forms of lying, 
whether in business, in social contacts, 
in the home, or in the church. We might 
do well to consider what the Bible has to 
say about whisperers, talebearers, back- 
biters, and others (see Lev. 19:6;,.II Cor. 
12:20). A man’s reputation may be as 
easily ruined by a whispered lie over the 
back fence or the luncheon table as by 
formal perjury in the courtroom. “Thou 
shalt not bear false witness” at any time, 
anywhere, or in any way.

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The people of our Lord’s day (and who 
can say that the custom has stopped) 
were in the habit of telling lies and then 
trying to make others believe them by 
an oath. 

They would swear by heaven, or the 
throne of God, or some other sacred 
thing, and thus try to enforce their false 
word by some great authority. 

The liar is always under necessity of 
doing something—perhaps telling anoth- 
er lie—to cover his falsehood. When his 
comfort or advantage seems to be en- 
dangered because he is not believed, he 
brings an oath to bear upon his state- 
ment. 

Jesus taught the great virtue of simple 
living and simple speech. A plain “yes” 
or “no” is usually sufficient for the situa- 
tion. Qualifying words are apt to lead us 
astray. The life of a Christian should be 
so true and above board that no oath 
should be needed to assure one of his 
sincerity and honesty. 

Since not all are Christians, it is a 
necessity that men be placed under some 
kind of oath or affirmation in judicial 
matters. Hence we need not interpret 
this Scripture as forbidding an oath in 
court. Even there, however, a careless 
and almost sacrilegious use of God’s 
name would be the taking of His name in 
vain. 

It may be well to say a word about 
swearing in general. It is all too common 
among men, women and children. No 
Christian should ever be guilty of it, or 
that which sounds like it. We need ad- 
monition and correction at that point. 


III. The Source of All Lies (John 
8:42-45). ’ 

The devil is a liar, and the father of 
lies. Liars are members of his family. 
Jesus said it, “Ye are of your father the 
devil.” 

Liars had better consider their “fam- 
ily tree” and see how they like their 
spiritual father. He is lustful, murderous, 
and there is no truth in him (v. 44). If 
you belong to that family would you not 
like to change families and be born again 
into God’s family? 

We recall that while Satan is a liar, 
God stands at the opposite pole—He is 
truth. Those who belong to Him in Christ 
must then have a kinship with the truth 
which will keep them from falsehood. 

Sadly enough the constant lying of the 
world seems to have infected the minds 
and hearts of Christians. Instead of be- 
ing cleansed from this worldly defile- 
ment they carry its awful tendencies into 
the church. Is it not too true that gos- 
sip (which is almost always lying), false 
witness, the tearing down of someone’s 
good name, is ail too common in the 
church? 

The great lie within the church, and 
one of Satan’s prize exhibits, is the false- 
hood of modern religious liberalism (so- 


called) which is essentially a denial of. 


real New Testament Christianity. Jesus 
said (v. 42) that if God is our Father we 
will accept Him as Christ. The one 
who speaks sweet words about the exam- 
ple, the manhood, the leadership of the 
Master and who denies Him His place as 
God is clearly in mind here as a follow- 
er of the father of lies.

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lenges His enemies to convict Him of sin 
or of falsehood. No one has ever been 
able to meet that challenge. Even those 
who deny His Godhood and Saviourhood 
speak swelling words of commendation of 
His pure life and exalted moral teaching. 
If then He told the truth about other 
things, surely He spoke the truth about 
Himself. 

The claims He made for Himself as the 
Son of God and the Saviour of the world 
are plain and unmistakable. If we deny 
them we either make Jesus a liar, or we 
lie ourselves, and it is obvious that the 
latter is the case. 





December 5 
THE SIN OF COVETOUSNESS 
Exodus 20:17; Luke 12:13-25 


Golden Text: Thou shalt noi 
covet . . . anything ‘that is thy 
neighbor’s.—Exodus 20:17. 


HE Ten Commandments (the last one 

of which we study today) are charac- 
terized by their brevity, their compre- 
hensive touch with all of life, and fidelity 
to the right. But they are also unique 
and different from all other laws in that 
they reach into the inner recesses of a 
man’s heart, a realm where only God 
can judge and act. 

This last commandment (against covet- 
ousness) emphasizes that point, for it 
does not expressly require or forbid any 
act, 21t deals with the motive of man’s 
action. Man can judge another man’s 
acts, but he cannot judge his motives, 
desires, or thoughts. God must do that. 

But man can, by the grace of God, 
control his motives; and hence we have 
this commandment and its interpreta- 
tion. 


I. The Sin—Covetousness (Exod. 
20:17). 

It may be a surprise to many to learn 
that coveting—or desiring what belongs 
to another—is a sin. It has become one 
of the “respectable sins” accepted in the 
best circles and practiced by many church 
people. 

As a matter of fact, this sin underlies 
all the other sins against which the com- 
mandments speak. He who has a love 
for money and an evil desire to have his 
neighbor’s possessions will hate, lie, steal, 
cheat, kill; in fact, as Dr. Morgan says, 
“the whole realm of human interrela- 
tions is disorganized and broken up by 
the dishonoring of the tenth command- 
ment.” 

If you have become a lover of money, 
or one who longs to have what your 
friends own, beware. You are in real 
danger. 


II. The Result — a Ruined Life 
(Luke 12:13-21). 

To have such a spirit makes a man 
greedy (v. 13), callous and selfish (vv. 
17-19), and foolish (v. 20), both regard- 
ing this life and that which is to come. 

The yardstick of success in the world 
—for an individual, an organization, or 
a nation; yes, even for many a church— 
is the possession of wealth, or property, 
or other “things.” Write it in large letters 
on the hearts and minds of our boys and 
girls, “a man’s life consisteth not in the 
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abundance of the things which he pos- 
sesseth” (v. 15). 

The one who was known to his friends 
(and to himself) as “a rich man” (v. 16), 
but whom God knew as a “fool” (v. 20), 
had more than he could use for himself. 
He had to build new and bigger barns, 
and could not see the “barns” that were 
already prepared, for, as Ambrose says, 
“thou hast barns—the bosoms of the 
needy, the houses of widows, the mouths 
of orphans and infants.” 

He was a fool who loved money for 
himself. One wonders what he had to 
say for himself when that very night he 
was called into the presence of God to 
give an account of his stewardship (v. 20). 
If you are similarly situated and have 
the same attitude, what will you say in 
that day? 

An important point which we must note 
is that Jesus expressly repudiated the 
connecting of His name with the so- 
called “social gospel” in His reply (v. 14) 
to the question of the covetous fellow 
who regarded his inheritance as of more 
importance than brotherly love. 

Those who are ignoring the gospel of 
redemption and claiming Jesus as a so- 
cial reformer or the “judge and divider” 
of some new economic solution for the 
world’s ills, need to read and ponder this 
verse. 

Every Christian is interested deeply in 
social problems, but he knows that the 
first concern of Christ and His followers 
is the souls of men. 


fil. The Cure—Trust in God (Luke 
12:22-25). 

Because covetousness destroys the best 
in life, we ought to shun it like poison. 
The best antidote (or cure) if we have 
been poisoned by it is to go all-out in 
our trust and confidence in God. 

We who are children of God are to 
take no anxious thought for the mor- 
row. This does not forbid proper prepa- 
ration and forethought, but it does rule 
out fretful anxiety. The reasons are very 
clear and cogent. . 

First of all, while food and clothing are 
important, they are not of first import- 
ance. The vital thing is that one have 
life. Otherwise things are useless (v. 23). 
We must keep our sense of proportion, of 
relative values. 

Then too, God is the One who must 
care for every one of us. And He does 
care for us! Why not trust Him? He 
cares for all creation; can He not care 
for you? If then you trust the all- 
powerful One, what occasion is there for 
worry, or covetousness? 

And finally comes the devastating 
argument. Worry never accomplished 
anything. Anxiety does not help anyone, 
anytime, anywhere. So why be anxious? 

It is clear, then, that desire for that 
which belongs to others is a sin which de- 
stroys man’s happiness and usefulness. 
It is needless—as is all anxiety—because 
only God can provide, and He will pro- 
vide if we trust Him. 

Life becomes simple, pleasant, useful, 
confident, yes, really Christian, when we 
get our eyes off things and on the Lord.

ingratitude. “But,” someone may object, 
“even though men do blame and blas- 
pheme God for the way He does things, 
yet they really do not mean all they say.” 
Probably much of it is done more or less 
unconsciously, but does it not reveal an 
evil human heart that responds thus? 
Why not “praise God from whom all 

blessings flow”? 

In the face of it all, the longsuffering 
of God still holds out. But such has not 
always been the case, neither will it al- 
ways continue to be so. God greatly 
blessed Israel, but that ungrateful nation 
murmured against His bounteous care, 
and God permitted maladies to come. 
Paul warns, “Neither murmur ye, as some 
of them also murmured, and were de- 
stroyed of the destroyer” (I Cor. 10:10). 
Rather are we exhorted, “In everything 
give thanks: for this is the will of 
God in Christ Jesus concerning you” 
(I Thess. 5:18). God has created all our 
food to be received “with thanksgiving’ 
(I Tim. 4:4). And yet thousands of pro- 
fessing Christians eat three meals a day 
without even pausing to give thanks. 

“We praise thee, O God, 
For the Son of Thy love.” 

A thousand throats may vibrate the air 
with this old song, yet 2 thousand minds 
may be wandering in a thousand places, 
and in a thousand hearts not a single 
note of praise. “I hate, I despise your 
feast days ... Take thou away from me 
the noise of thy songs,” cried Jehovah 
through the prophet Amos. 


Pp RAISE AND THANKSGIVING to 
God should be more than mere daily 
routine. “Blessed is the man .. . [whose] 
delight is in the law of the Lord; and in 
his law doth he meditate day and night” 
(Ps. 4:2). 

Let the child of God meditate upon 
the depths from which he has been lifted; 
let him think of the heights to which he 
has been called; let him count his riches 
as an heir of God; let him consider his 
spiritual blessings in Christ Jesus, and 
his heart will burst forth with joy and 
thanksgiving. 

A door swung open in hedven. The 
apostle John passed through and left us 
a description of scenes within (Rev. 4).

On: TIME MY LITTLE BOYS 
were counting their pennies. I reminded 
them of the great number of pennies I 
had to spend to buy their food and 
clothing. I then forgot the incident. A 
short time later one little fellow came to 
me with five of his precious pennies. In 
surprise I asked what they were for. 

“Cause you buy so mueh for me,” he 
answered. 

I took those pennies, and then I did a 
strange thing. In a few weeks I let that 
little fellow die of starvation! Did I? 
Most certainly not! If possible, my deter- 
mination was increased to see that he 
lacked no good thing. 

And are there not elements in the 
Father-heart of God akin to those in the 
father-heart of man? If my heart re- 
sponded with joy at the display of grat- 
itude in my son, does not God delight to 
have His children show forth their 
gratitude in a substantial manner? And 
yet, many of His children seem to think 
that He would let them starve if they 
trusted Him too fully. 

If in the early days of this nation’s 
history those godly men thought best to 
acknowledge the rich gifts of God, should 
not the practice be continued? Too often 
the day set apart by our President be- 
comes a day of godless dissipation and 
the true Christian spirit of the occasion 
is lost. With the Pilgrims it was not a 
mere formal act. They meant it!

Praying is a costly work. Perhaps that 
is the reason why so few earnestly en- 
gage in it. If a man or woman begins to 
earnestly pray for China, India, or Africa, 
in due time the Lord may say, “To one of 
these lands I wish you to go as My wit- 
ness.” If a Christian family regularly 
unite in prayer for a certain mission 
field, ere a year passes the intellectually 
and spirituaHy brightest member of the 
circle may hear the call to leave all and 
go forth to that very field with the gos- 
pel. It is much to be deplored that 
many sincere Christians, some who give 
of their means and time to further the 
great cause of missions, are yet not will- 
ing for a son or daughter to go forth into 
the work.

From Jesus to Paul, by Joseph 
Klausner. 


From Jesus to Paul is a sort of sequel to 
the author’s famous work, Jesus of Naza- 
reth, written some twenty years ago. Mr. 
Klausner’s chief Ne se in this volume is 
to show how Christianity, from being a 
small Jewish sect, became a great world- 
wide and “non-Jewish” religion, and why 
Judaism could not accept the teaching of 
— as it did not accept the teaching of 

esus. 


The book is written chiefly from a Jewish 
standpoint. The New Testament is regarded 
not as the inspired and infallible Word of 
God, but from a purely literary and ra- 
tionalistic standpoint, the only criterion of 
— +3 rie ager the ‘any of — 
men ing literary ards an i- 
ence. According to the author, Jesus had 
no intention of founding a new religion or 
a church. Paul is “the clearly self-con- 
scious creator and organizer Christian- 
ity as a new religious community.” This 
new religion was created by Paul as a re- 
sult of the “vision of his imagination,” 
induced by an attack of epilepsy. The 
author thinks of Paul as a “clever schem- 
er” and driven to his views of a risen and 
supernatural Christ by expedience and ne- 
cessity; certainly not by revelation. Thus 
Christ eventually became God. 


With vast erudition and research the au- 
thor portrays the historical backgrounds 
and conditions in the world of that day 
which he feels influenced Paul and paved 
the way for anity’s success and 
spread. Among these factors were the Jew- 
ish Diaspora and Apocryphal writings, pa- 
gan philosophical thought. and the religious 
syncretism of the times. While Paul is ac- 
knowledged as having great merit for 
Judaism throughout its exile by his sup- 
port of the Old Testament as the Word of 

and its inclusion as such in the Chris- 
tian Bible, the author feels that Judaism 
can never accept Paul nor become recon- 
ciled with or assimilated by Christianity 
since they are “not only two different re- 
ligions, but also two different world-views.”

Martin Luther, by Basil Miller 


This book is one of a series of eight or 
ten biographies by this author, all of which 
have apparently been written in the last 
few months. Since they are much alike, 
this notice will also serve for mention of 
such other books awaiting review as 
Chiang Kai-shek, John Wesley, and Martin 
Niemoeller. The material is evidently a 
reworking of matter from various sources. 
Writing at such a rapid pace the author 
naturally is not at his best. Perhaps the 
writer of the preface of this volume has 
best characterized them “Tt is not an 
epoch making life of Luther and is not 
offered as such. But it is a good story.” 

During the same period, Dr. Miller has 
written a half dozen books of fiction for 
boys and girls, two of which are before this 
reviewer for attention—Patty Lou’s Pot of 
Gold and Ken Captures a Foreign Agent 
(60 cents each). They are called “charac- 
ter building fiction,” a designation with 
which this reviewer cannot agree. He does 
not believe that “blood and thunder” nov- 
els about well nigh unbelievable adven- 
tures are the medium for giving the gospel 
to children, even though they are liberally 
loaded with Scripture verses.

came to their aid on a truly generous 
scale. That helping hand enabled us to 
tide over a very trying period until such 
time as the rising national income. 
which war usually brings about (not to 
mention rising debts!), provided our 
people with resources which enabled 

them to increase their own support. 

Churches, no less than governments, 
must concern themselves now with post- 
war needs and with post-war plannin:. 
Whatever balances may be accumulatin~ 
in the treasuries of Christian societies 
just now will be needed, and much more 
besides, when hostilities come to an end. 
Much mission property in China and 
other countries has been destroyed, and 
must be replaced. But everywhere the 
fields are set for expansion. Already; 
calls are coming in for reinforcements of 
consecrated men and women beyond any- 
thing known previously. The board of 
one British missionary society alone has 
just started out to recruit during the next 
five years, no fewer than 650 men and 
women for Christ’s service abroad. 

Hundreds of young men and women 
serving in the armed forces have: signi- 
fied a desire to enter upon whole-time 
missionary service if spared, and not a 
few of these are already taking corre- 
spondence courses in order to prepare 
themselves for the greater war against 
the spiritual hosts of wickedness. 

While we have good reason to lift up 
our hearts, yet we deplore that so many 
professed Christians seems to have little 
or no vision of the need, and the present 
opportunity. The task of world evan- 
gelization was never more urgent than 
now. There is not a moment to lose.

Even though the burden of Paul’s 
message was, “I determined not to know 
anything among you, save Jesus Christ, 
and him crucified” (I Cor. 2:2), and 
“God forbid that I should glory, save in 
the cross of our Lord Jesus Christ” (Gal. 
6:14), he makes it very plain that this 
death would have been of no avail for 
any one if Christ had not risen from the 
dead (I Cor. 15:14-19). We have the 
climax in these words, “And if Christ be 
not raised, your faith is vain; ye are yet 
in your sins” (v. 17). 

If the Church does not in the post- 
war world go back to the first-century 
gospel, men will remain in their sins, 
and in that case, no amount of science, 
civilization, social gospel preaching, and 
moral uplift will be able to avert another 
world war, one even worse than this 
present one. Christ did not come to make 
a better world, a cultured world, or a 
civilized world apart from His atoning 
death and bodily resurrection. Give me 
a Germany, a Japan, a Russia, or any 
other nation where this first-century 
gospel is preached and believed, and I 
will show you a place where war will not 
be possible. There men will love Jesus 
Christ, and when Christ is loved by men, 
then men will love each other. Then, 
and only then, can we have the Father- 
hood of God and the brotherhood of man.

dent referred the matter to the Supreme 
Court. The decision of the court was 
rendered by Chief Justice Marshall, as 
follows: “A pardon is a paper the value 
of which depends on its acceptance by 
the person implicated. It is hardly to be 
supposed that one under sentence of 
death would refuse to accept a pardon, 
but if it is refused it is no pardon. George 
Wilson must be hanged.” In accordance 
with this decision, Wilson was hanged. 
God’s pardon also is conditioned upon 
acceptance. 

Today men and nations desire security 
above all else. The wealth and blood of 
the entire world is being poured out in 
torrents to buy security. But war, what- 
ever its outcome, cannot win security, 
for it does not alter human nature. The 
world by conquest can never achieve 
more than a brief lull in the struggle un- 
til human nature is regenerated. No form 
of human authority, civil, military, or 
ecclesiastical, can establish security, for 
the reason that it is God’s world, and 
just so long as man is at war with God, 
his puny microcosm will be in a state of 
perpetual turmoil and unrest. 


Le IS FOLLY TO TREAT THE SYMP- 
toms of the deadly malady which is 
devastating the world today when there 
is a potent specific for the disease. The 
clinical symptom of man’s disorder is 
lust for personal power, in which he 
apes the archenemy of mankind in his 
fatal boast, “I will be like the most 
High” (Isa. 14:14). This dying world 
cannot be saved by bloodshed, but only 
by blood transfusion. Only by the blood 
of God’s Ransom can it be restored to 
life. His blood was shed for many for 
the remission of sins, freely given, to be 
freely received; without lack and without 
priorities. 

No one in Christendom questions the 
fact that if all men everywhere were re- 
generated through faith in Christ this 
stricken world would enter into a new 
era of peace and security. Conversely 
it is equally evident that so long as men 
reject God’s Ransom the world will re- 
main in a state of turmoil and strife. 
Therefore it is plain common sense, as 
well as Christian ethics, to direct efforts 
toward peace to bringing men individual- 
ly under the sway of the Prince of Peace. 
The only V that spells victory is the V 
in vicarious as applied to God’s Ransom 
on Calvary. The only approach to a just 
and durable peace is the way of the 
Cross, for only the peace of God that 
passeth understanding is both just and 
durable. 


If darkness comes from disobedience, 
it will continue as long as disobedience 
continues. There is absolutely no hope 
for any disobedient soul; and persistent 
disobedience means an increase of dark- 
ness, a loss of light, and love, and life 
forever more.—Arthur T. Pierson.

BEHIND THE SCENES 
(Continued) 

Last month this page took us behind 
the scenes with the technicians and 
operators of WMBI 
and W75C. This is- 
sue carries us even 
further behind the 
scenes into the work 
of the traffic and 
continuity depart- 
ments. Douglas 
Fisher, a native of 
Toronto, Can., is 
one of those versa- 
tile individuals in 
radio who works 
equally as well be- 
fore the mike as he 
does off the mike. 
His title as supervisor of traffic indicates 
the nature of his primary work; how- 
ever, it by no means indicates it all. 

In the studios he is heard frequently 
at the piano and at the organ in such 
programs as Good News and organ re- 
cital. He does directing and ensemble 
work on the Young People’s Hour and 
rhe Gospel in Music. 

Then in the line of speaking programs, 
there are frequent news spots, news 
commentaries, Radio Prayer Circle, and 
Morning Meditation. 

As supervisor of traffic, Mr. Fisher is 
responsible for handling all the details 
incident to scheduling of programs. The 
daily production sheet is his charge. This 
involves the arrangements of the sched- 
ules of announcers and studio helpers, 
the use of studios, the scheduling and

timing of government programs, and 


spot announcements. 


Continuity Department 

Just as the supervisor of traffic is re- 
sponsible for the details incident to the 
scheduling of programs and the prep- 
aration of the daily production sheet, 
so the supervisor of continuity is re- 
sponsible for the writing and co-ordina- 
tion of all continuity production. In this 
respect Elizabeth Apple, a native of 
Greensboro, N.C., likewise has a busy 
time with her student writers. 

The preparation of continuity is an 
interesting process, whether it be from 
the research angle or from the actual 
writing of the scripts. In the writing 
of a musical program, not only the 
music itself is before the script writer, 
but the writer must make use of all 
sources of material he or she can find. 
For example, biographical material on 
the life of the author and composer, 
books of hymn stories, poems, illustra- 
tions, as well as timely material from 
current publications. All of this must 
be woven into the script and presented 
in a practical way to the listener. The 
programs which are not primarily music 
require even more research and detailed 
handling. 

The students working with Miss Apple 
are Park Hostetler, Virginia Lee Jack- 
son, Claire Burdick, Ruth Tubbs, and 
Freida Weaver. Nicholas Pustay, a grad- 
uate of the Institute, is the compiler of 
the religious news broadcast known as 
Headlines and Highlights. Mr. Pustay 
is also frequently heard as an announcer. 


The script for News About Music is pre- 
pared by Miss Tubbs; Let’s Praise Him, 
Men’s Voices in Song, The Editor Speaks, 
Great Sermons of Yesterday, by-Mr. Hos- 
tetler. The scripts of Miss Jackson in- 
clude Grace Notes, The Gospel in Music, 
and she and Miss Weaver are working 
together on The Morning Clock and 
Thoughts and Tunes. Miss Burdick, 
whose voice is also heard on the air, 
writes for the Girls’ Glee Club, Strings 
and Voices, and other musical programs. 





W75C BECOMES WDLM — effective 
November 1.

The Sudan Interior Mission first entered Ethiopia in 1927. In 
the ten brief years before the Italian occupation, fifteen mis- 
sion stations had been opened with a staff of seventy-five mis- 
sionaries. 


Evangelism—reaching the unevangelized with the Gospel—has 
always been the prime motive and work of. this Mission. 
Strange languages were reduced to writing, and Scripture 
portions translated into them. A large Leprosarium was estab- 
lished in Addis Ababa, with the co-operation of the American 
Mission to Lepers, and a hospital at Saddu in Wallamo Prov- 
ince. 


The work was definitely of a pioneer nature, laying founda- 
tions which, though inevitably slow at first, were well laid. 
Indigenous church principles were followed and inculcated in 
the early. converts, who immediately began to share the re- 
sponsibility of maintaining and furthering the Christian testi- 
mony. A few small churches, like the one here illustrated, 
were established.

Then came the Italian invasion and occupation with all its 
attendant sorrow and suffering. The missionaries were ex- 
pelled. The “little flock” of Christians were persecuted and 


“had to hide their Scriptures. Determined efforts were made 


to stamp out the sparks of live Christianity which had been 
kindled. 


Now that peace has come to Ethiopia, and Haile Selassie 
restored to the kingdom, the government has invited the mis- 
sionaries to return. 


From our churches comes an even more urgent appeal, evi- 
denced by this letter recently received by Rev. and Mrs. E. E 
Lewis, who formerly served in Ethiopia. 
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May this reach unto you, my loving krother and sisters. Mr. 
Lewis, Mrs. Lewis and Ruth. Peace, peace, be unto you. Praises be 
to God: We by the power of Jesus Christ are at peace. 


Having gone with the Italians and worked for them three years, 
we were able to return again. Since that time, praises be to God, 
we are working the works of God. We preach the Gospel much, 
telling it in the same manner as we heard it from you. 


Our joy is great at present. All praise to God, we now have 
many prayer houses (churches). Fifty-seven prayer houses in Wallamo 
country alone. Now our physical bodies, being filled with loneliness 
for you, are longing to see you.—Your loving Brother and Sister, 
KABA and SHANTORA.
